APPROVED, 10-0, 
"RUSSIA ABSTAINS 


Poland Also Doesn’t Vote 
as U.N. Commission 
Adopts Report With 
Clause Eliminating 
Veto. 


GROMYKO STATES 
SOVIET POSITION 


Says He Cannot Accept 
American Proposals 
Which Would Violate 
U.N. Principle of Una- 
nimity.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Dec, 30 
— The United Nations Atomic 
Energy Commission today adopted 
by 10-0 vote the draft report to 


the Security Council, including 
recommendations for elimination | 
of veto in atomic administration. 
The Soviet Union and Poland ab- 
stained from voting. 

The Soviet delegation made no 
comment on its formal refusal to 
approve or accept the document. 

The Polish spokesman, however, 
explained that he abstained be- 
cause the report contained clauses 
without chance of acceptance by 
the Secuirty Council. On that 
score, it must be assumed that 
Russia is expected to veto “adop- 
tion of the report when it is con- 
sidered in the Security Council. 

Gromyko's Objection. 

Soviet Delegate Andrei A. 
Gromyko had made it evident dur- 
ing the morning that he would 
mot favor the report containing 
the United States plan. 

He told the Commission that 


the American proposal sought to/ yy 


violate the United Nations charter 
establishing a rule of unianimity 
among major members. 

Silent during long discussion of 
the atomic control report {to the 
Security Council, due tomorrow, 
Gromyko returned to the original 
Soviet position of July 19, urging 
the outlawing of atom arms by 
treaty within the framework of 
the Security Council, where veto 
privileges prevail. 

He called for an item-by-item 
discussion of the United States 
plan in order to make “absolutely 
necessary corrections and to pro- 
ceed without delay with prepara- 
tion of the international conven- 
tion on the prohibition of the 
production and use of atomic and 
other major weapons adaptable to 
mass destruction, having in mind 
the draft convention, submitted by 
the Soviet government on July 19, 
1946.” 

Gromyko spoke first when the 
commission convened. He de- 
livered his talk in English, a rare 
thing for him. 

“It is necessary,” Gromyko 
said, “to distinguish the question 
concerning the prohibition of 
atomic and all other weapons 
adaptable to mass destruction, in 
order to take an urgent decision 
on it, since the atomic energy is 
still being used exclusively for 
the production of armaments, 
which, by their nature, are the 
weapons of aggression, and which 
by their very nature are destined 
for an attack mainly on large 
cities with numerous civil popu- 


lation.”

RADIO FREQUENCY 
IS SET ASIDE FOR 
ELECTRONIC STOVES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (UP)— 
Quick cooking by radio waves re- 
ceived official authorization today. 
Raytheon Manufacturing Co, 
asked the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission to set. aside a 
frequency within which its “rada- 
range” might be operated. The 
company testified at recent FCC 
hearings that fingerbread and bis- 
cuits can be baked in 29 seconds 
and hamburgers in 35 seconds, 

The commission set aside the 
2450 megacycle frequency for such 
cooking devices. The frequency 
also may be used for drying ply- 
wood, airing rubber and plastics 
and surface hardening of metals. 

It may also de used by doctors 
for diathermy machines. 

If electronic heating devices are 
not assigned to particular fre- 
quency paths, they interfere with 
broadcasting.

Nathan, former deputy director of 
the Office of War Mobilization, in

“Economists, like all others,” 
said the N.A.M. in its summary, 
“are entitled to be wrong on oc- 
casion. Mr. Nathan has over- 
exercised his license in this re- 
spect by being wrong on every 
point in his analysis.” 

Highlights of the N.A.M. reply: 

1, Although some wage rises 
are clearly justified in particu- 
lar cases in 1947, there is no 
basis for Nathan’s argument 
that industry can increase wages 
from 21 to 25 per cent without 
raising prices. 3 

2. Talk of increasing wages on 
a “national level” points to “a 
major revolutionary § step” 
toward a perilous “planned 
economy.” 

3. Nathan was wrong in as 
serting that general wage in- 
creases are merited on the 
ground that real wages have de- 
clined.since January 1945.

5. Finally, he erred jn stating 
that general wage increases are 
essential to maintain purchasing 
power. 

“Statistical Tricks.” 

The retort, which brands some of 
Nathan’s charts and comparisons 
as “old statistical tricks,” starts 
off with an attack on Nathan’s 
contention that the cost of living 
has been increasing at a faster 
rate than the income of workers, 
thus reducing “real” wages. Na- 
than concluded that a wage in- 
crease of 21 per cent was neces- 
sary to restore the “real wages of 
January 1945,” and that corporate 
profits could sustain a hike of 25 
per cent without affecting prices. 

The month of January 1945, used 
by Nathan as a basis of compari- 
son with “real” wages in recent 
months, was a “peculiar” month to 
choose, the N.A.M. said. At that 
time hourly earnings were at a 
war time high, as were weekly 
earnings and the number of av- 
erage hours of work. Consumer 
prices were stil] under control and 
had risen only 28 per cent since 
1939. 

“Thus, by basing his case on the 
record of real earnings in Janu- 
ary 1945,” the N.A.M. said, “Mr. 
Nathan actually is advocating a 
return to the peak levels brought 
about by the distortions of the 
war economy.”

RETAIL FOOD PRICES ROSE 
34 PCT., GENERAL LIVING 
COST 18 PCT. HIGHER IN °46 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP). 
ETAIL food prices rose 34 
per cent in 1946 and the 
cost of living essentials in 

general is up 18 per cent for 

the year, the Bureau of Labor 

Statistics reported last night. 

The bureau called the year’s 
price rises the greatest since 

World War I and said they 

were “many times the moder- 


ate rises of the three preceding 
years.” 


“Increases were larger in pri- 
mary markets than at retail,” 
the report said. 

It gave the average increase 
in primary market prices as 
31 per cent, with foods up 50 
per cent and farm products 
showing a rise of 29 per cent. 

The bureau attributed the 
year’s labor unrest to price in- 
creases, It said that by Sep- 
tember, when factory workers’ 
pay got back up to the levels 
of July 1945 living costs were 
15 per cent ahead of them. 

After general price decontrol 
in early November “average 
prices at all levels of distribu- 
tion rose to new peaks, the re- 
port said, with farm products 
continuing their advance and 
manufacturers’ prices of some 
scarce articles going up abrupt- 
ly,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
Investigators for a House commit- 
tee stamped an “imprint of fail- 
ure” last night on Government 
trust-busting aotivities and recom- 
mended that unions be subjected 
to anti-trust laws. 

A report to -he monopoly sub- 
committee .of the House Small 
Business Committee drafted by its 
staff’ of seven investigators con- 
cluded thrt the Government has 
beer. largely ineffective, with 
some agencies combatting concen- 
tration and others fostering poli- 
cies “which actually promote” it. 

Chairman Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, emphasized in an in- 
troduction that the report is only 
a staff study and “does not repre- 
sent cenclusions of the subcom- 
mittee as a whole.’ It.was made 
public over objections of Repre- 
sentatives Leonard W. Hall (Rep.), 
New York, and Walter C. Ploeser 
(Rep.), Missouri, the only Repub- 
licans on the subcommittee. 

It is up to Congress, the re- 
port said, to strengthen the anti- 
trust laws and make “all seg- 
ments of the’ economy,” includ- 
ing unions and insurance com- 
panies, “subject to a unified pol- 
icy designed,to prevent concen- 
tration and restrictive practices.”

GIVEN AID ON

They Point to ‘Ramifica- 
tions and _ Involve-

A request that a special prose- 
cutor be appointed to assist the 
State’s Attorney in prosecuting the 
recently indicted East St. Louis 
and St. Clair County officials and 
gamblers was made last night by 
four members of the grand jury 
which returned the indictments. 

The “ramifications and involve- 
ments of the St, Clair County po- 
litical machine” were among the 
reasons cited in the written re- 
quest for a special prosecutor, pre- 
sented by a member of the grand 
jury to Circuit Judge Edward F. 
Bareis of East St. Louis. Judge 
Bareis received the indictments 
when they were returned at Belle- 
ville two weeks ago. 

A copy of the request was sent 
today to Illinois Attorney General 
George Barrett at Springfield with 
a letter explaining that some mem- 
bers of the grand jury had refused 
to sign the petition through fear 
of violence. 

The Attorney General may ap- 
point special prosecutors to assist 
local prosecutors at the request 
of citizens. .A judge may make a 
similar appointment on a show- 
ing that & state’s attorney is not 
qualified to handle a situation. 

Judge's Attitude. 

Judge Bareis told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter he was not inélined 
to comply with the request. 

“To do so would make it look as 
though I did not trust the state's 
attorney, or that he was not qual- 
ified,” Judge Bareis explained. “I 
will not do anything on the word 
of a few men, unless they give 
good reasons. The place they 
should go is to the Attorney Gen- 
eral,” . 

The letter to Judge Bareis read 
as follows: 

“We, the undersigned grand ju- 
rors of St. Clair county, Septem- 
ber term of court, request that 
your good office appoint a special 
prosecutor to assist State’s Attor- 
ney Louis P. Zerweck in the pres- 
entation of the indictments re- 
turned by this grand jury against 
certain officials and gamblers of 
St. Clair county, 

“While our work is about con- 
cluded, we feel it is to the best 
interest of the county, the 
churches, schools and all the peo, 
ple that the indictments be prose- 
cuted with the utmost vigor.

Byrd Vessels Reach | Icepack, 
Dodge Bergs Big as City Block

ABOARD U. S. 8S. MT. OLYM- 
PUS WITH BYRD EXPEDI- 
TION, Dec. 30 (UP)—Ships of 
this Antarctic expedition gingerly 
picked their way past  fog- 
shrouded icebergs today on the 
way to a rendezvous where the 
international dateline crosses the 
edge of the Polar icepack. 

R. Adm. Richard H. Cruzen, 
formerly of Gallatin, Mo. head of 
Task Force 68, said he expected 
all ships of the expedition to be 
together within 24 hours, With an 
icebreaker in the lead, the fleet 
will then move south toward the 
Ross Sea and Little America, 
which will be the base for the 
expedition. 

The central group of ships, led 
by the Mt. Olympus reached the 
polar icepack at 2 a.m. yester- 
day. The fog had cut visibility 
to one-half mile. But even at that 
early hour, the day was bright 
in this region where the sun never 
sinks below the horizon during 
the summer months, 

Operations officers said it was 
just as well it was daylight. The 


radar equipment to pick it up. 

Cruzen was on the bridge when 
the icepack suddenly loomed dead 
ahead. Within a few minutes, 
countless birds, identified as pe- 
a were diving around the Mt. 

ympus. 

With as many as five huge; 
green-tinted icebergs studding_Ahe 
horizon, Cruzen, an old veteran of 
Antarctic seas, ordered his task 
force to form a single column, The 
other ships played follow the lead- 
er with the Mt. Olympus, swirv- 
ing and twisting whenever it did 
to avoid the floating masses of 
ice. 

The column turned northward 
for a while to skirt a tongue of 
ice that stretched out from the 
main pack. Most of the icebergs 
were larger than a city block. 

One of the ships fired three 
rounds from its five-inch guns at 
one iceberg, but succeeded only 
in chipping it. 

Veterans of previous expeditions 
said none of the icebergs spotted 
so far compared with the whopper

Just Wisecrack, Scientist Explains 


BOSTON, Dec. 30 (AP) — Dr. 
Harlow Shapley, Harvard astron- 
omer, innocently started a minor 
tempest last night by wise-crack- 
ing that the only way to save the 
human species might be to kill off 
all young men of promising 
genius. 

Before his words had stopped 
echoing in MHarvard’s Sanders 
Theater Shapley began getting in- 
quiries from persons who had not 
heard the whole speech. They 
wanted to know how he would ac- 
complish the destruction and how 
soon he proposed to begin. 

In the end, to halt a growing 
misconception, he was forced to 
explain that his remark about kill- 
ing off geniuses was “merely a 
wise-crack,” one of “all sorts of 
witticisms’ woven in to brighten 
“very heavy treatment of a very 
grim subject — survival of the 
species.” 

Shapley, saddened that his re- 
mark had been lifted out of con- 
text and misunderstood, said his 
scientific audience appreciated the 
humor and laughed happily. 

The astronomer made his re- 
mark about geniuses after noting

Conference Begins Elect- 
ing Officers — Similar 
Success Likely for Old 
Leadership on Commit- 
tee Posts. 


WASHINGTON, D¥ec. 30 (UP)— 
Senate Republicans today rejected 
a challenge of the old leadership's 
speed-up program and began elect- 
ing party officers for the eighth- 
jeth Congress. 

A demand of Senator Tobey of 
New Hampshire that action be 
Geferred until the new Congress 
meets Friday went unheeded by 
the first full conference of Re- 
publican Senators, 

The conference, meeting in 
closed session, quickly chose the 
following officers: 

Conference chairman, Senato: 
Millikin of Colorado; conference 
secretary, oung of North Dakota; 
floor leader, White of Maine, and 
whip, Wherry of Nebraska. 

The conference also nominated 
Senator Vandenberg of Michigan, 
retiring conference chairman, to 
be president pro tempore of the 
Senate for the next two years. 

The swift conference action was 
the outgrowth of groundwork by 
Senator Taft of Ohio and others 
since the November election re- 
turns swept Republicans into con- 
trol of the Eightieth Congress, 

It indicated similar success for 
the spadework done on committee 
assignments—particularly the pow- 
erful chairmanship posts—in which 
Taft has taken part. Actual as- 
signment of committee posts will 
not be formalized, however, until 
later. 

Another Rebuff for Tobey. 

The Republican Steering Com- 
Mittee also had ignored Tobey’s 
protest against speeding up organ- 
ization work before Congress con- 
venes, 

Tobey, talking with reporters, 
had insisted committee assign- 
ments should not be settled until 
Congress actually convenes. He 
took notice of statements by mem- 
bers of the outgoing committee on 
committees that they were merely 
making recommendations to the 
full group of 51 Republicans Sen- 
ators and Senators-elect. 

Tobey voiced a demand that 
Senator-elect Lodge (Rep.), Mas- 
sachusetts be restored the same 
committee seniority he would 
have had if he had not resigned 
his Senate seat to enlist in the 
Army. 

In a report to the conference 
Senator Wiley, Wisconsin, said the 
effort would be “chaotic” if all 
the government’s wartime con- 
trols were repealed at a single 
stroke. He proposed further studies 
of the emergency measures by 
separate Senate committees. 

Case Plans New Bill. 

Representative Case (Rep.), 
South Dakota, author of a union 
regulation bill which was vetoed 
during the last session, told a re- 
porter he is planning a new meas- 
ure for early introduction, but 
would not say what may be in it. 

Case said he plans to talk this 
week with Senator Ball (Rep.), 
Minnesota, and others who have 
been giving study to labor law re- 
vision for such help as they may 
give each other. 

Taking note of the drive for 
ehanges in the Labor Relations 
Act which he wrote, Senator Wae- 
mer (Dem.), New York, appealed 
to Republican leaders in a week- 
end statement not to “tear down 
the edifice built since 1933 to im- 
prove the lot of the average man.” 


ALBANIA SAID TO BLAME GREECE 
FOR MINING OF CORFU CHANNEL 


ROME, Dec. 30 (AP)—Albania, 
in rejecting a British demand for 
an apology and reparations, has 


blamed Greece for mining the 
Corfu Channel with results fatal 
._ to 44 British seamen, according to 
reliable information. 

Two British destroyers struck 
mines in the channel off Albania 
Oct. 22. Britain demanded redress 
in a 2000-word note to Albania 
Dec. 10. No further details of the 
Albanian answer were obtainable 
here tonight, but it was under- 
stood to be already in the hands 
of the British Foreign Office in 
London. 

The tenor of the Albanian reply 
was said to be such that Britain 
apparently was left with no al- 
ternative but to carry out the 
threat made in its note of protest 
—to place the matter before the 
Security Council of the United 
Nations.

U.S. SAID TO FAVOR RETURN 
OF FARM AREA TO GERMANY 


Proposal for Restoration of Land by Poland 
Opposition to Changes in West 
(Except for Saar) Forecast.

BERLIN, Dec. 30 (AP)—Re- 
liable diplomatic sources predict- 
ed today that at the forthcoming 
German peace treaty negotiations 
in Moscow, the United States 
would strongly oppose proposals 
for revision of Germany’s western 
frontier, except for cession of the 
Saar to France, 
This followed the forecast yes- 
terday that the United States, in 
the Moscow talks, would propose 
that a large part of the former 
Reich's agricultural lands now oc- 
cupied by Poland be returned to 
Germany. 
These sources said that the an- 
ticipated United States proposals, 
expected to receive support from 
Britain, are that the agricultural 
areas of Pomerania and Branden- 
burg become part of postwar Ger- 
many. Poland would retain the 
rich former German industrial 
district of Silesia, the half of East 
Prussia that the Poles now occu- 
py, and the once Free City of 
Danzig. 
In the west, it was said, it is 
expected that the United States 
will not only oppose France's 
claims to the Rhineland but will 
reject .more modest border changes 
proposed by The Netherlands and 
Belgium unless the countries con- 
cerned can present satisfactory 
proof that the people of the areas 
involved “genuinely desire” a 
change. 
Position on Farm Lands, 


Diplomatic sources said ‘the 
American position in regard to 
Germany’s eastern frontier is that 
Germany cannot be self-sustaining 
with the loss of 25 per cent of its 
best agricultural land and that 
this loss would only provide a 
talking point for a new war. 
Poland, a predominantly agri- 
cultural country, is regarded as 
having enough farm lands for its 
needs; Silesia gives it a rich in- 
dustrial area, Loss of Pomeranian 
and Brandenburg farm lands is 
estimated to have cut 25 per cent 
from Germany’s food production. 
Always a food deficit country, 
Germany is now worse off than 
ever before, with the western oc- 
cupation powers having to make 
huge expenditures to import food 
for a defeated foe. 


# The position of the United States 
and others on the German border 
settlements is being outlined 
among the four major Allied pow- 
ers here for presentation to the 
Foreign Ministers Council when 
it convenes in Moscow in March. 
The American position, it was 
understood, will be essentially the 
same as that outlined by Secre- 
tary of State James F. Byrnes in 
his Stuttgart policy speech last 
September, although it is being 
prepared in more detail to meet 
the complex claims against Ger- 
many expected to develop at the 
coming negotiations. 


Qualification on the Saar. 


At Stuttgart, Byrnes declared 
the United States does not con- 
sider the eastern borders of Ger- 
many as decided and announced 
opposition to any claims against 
Germany in the west—except for 
the French claim to the Saar. He 
further qualified this by saying 
that in return for the Saar, 
France should “readjust her rep- 
arations claims.” 

There have been strong indica- 
tions during the last week that 
Russia will support the United 
States position with regard to Ger- 
many’s western frontiers. Soviet 
supervised and sponsored news- 
papers in Berlin recently have 
launched bitter attacks against 
the French for the new customs 
control which they have estab- 


lished over the Saar, and also have 
criticized Dutch and _ Belgian 
ciaims for border revisions. 

Should Denmark and Czechoslo- 
vakia make any territorial claims, 
the American position would be 
the same, sources here said. 

France not only is expected to 
support the Dutch and Belgian 
claims for border revisions in the 
west, but also is expected to op- 
pose any suggestion by the United 
States that portions of the former 
Reich's agricultural areas in the 
east be returned to Germany. 

Britain is understood to be sym- 
pathetic to the American view 
with regard to Germany's eastern 
frontier, but has been noticeably 
silent concerning the situation in 
the west, 

New Move by French. 


Meanwhile, new measures re- 
stricting the movement of all per- 
sons in and out of the disputed 
Saar have been ordered by French 
Lt. Gen. Pierre Koenig, whose re- 
cent action in throwing a 1200- 
man customs cordon around the 
coal-rich area has been described 
as “unilateral” by high United 
States Military vernment of- 
ficials. 

Koenigs’ Military Government 
of the Saar announced that be- 
tween 7000 and 10,000 natives of 
the Saar in French prisoner of 
war camps would be freed and 
asked to return to the Saar to 
work in mines which already are 
producing 70 per cent of their 
peak perwar production. 
French customs officials, ring- 
ing the Saar borders, were ordered 
to prohibit Germans from leaving 
or entering the territory without 
special passes. Other nationals 
were required to possess passports 
with a special visa in three lan- 
guages. Germans were forbidden 
to take more than 100 marks 
(about $19) out of the Saar under 
threat of confiscation and arrest. 
The bar on the movements of 
all persons was described by Ger- 
man political leaders as a move to 
stabilize the Saar population. 
Deficite in U.S. Zone. 
In the American occipation 
zone, a prediction that the three 
states comprising the zone. would 
have a $136,100,000 deficit for the 
1946 fiscal year was contained in 
Gen. Joseph T. McNarney’s report 
for October. 

The American military governor, 
in his report made available yes- 
terday, estimated that revenues of 
the state governments would ap- 
proximate only 77 per cent of their 
budgeted expenditures. 
He described the industrial out- 
look as “clouded” and noted that 
production had reached about 44 
per cent of the average monthly 
output during the prewar year of 
1936. | 
McNarney predicted, however, 
that 1947 would bring new indus- 
trial gains and that American 
Military Procurement, which now 
takes up to 50 per cent of all new 
optical goods and various other 
items, would be reduced. 

McNarney disclosed also that 
Allied military marks—the “inva- 
sion currency” by which occupa- 
tion forces financed themselves— 
amounted to $291,500,000 in the 
three western zones. Figures on 
this type of money in the Soviet 
zone were not made available to 
American authorities. 

Although the American Military 
Government has not encouraged 
socialization of property, the re- 
port showed that it now controls

This and other information led 
government and airline authorities 
here to believe that the crash, 
which killed 12 persons, probably 
was due to bad weather with an 
added possibility of some pilot er- 
ror, 


_ CAB Inquiry Urged. 

Robert B. Sibley, New England 
area governor of the Aviation 
Writers Association, proposed a 
Civil Aeronautics Board of inquiry 
to determine why radar devices 
used in bad weather by the mili- 
tary services have not been ap- 
plied to civil aviation. 

The CAB should investigate why 
the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion “insists on ‘experimenting’ be- 
latedly” with radar when it al- 
ready is ready for routine use, 
Sibley, aviation editor of the Bos- 
ton Traveler, said in a letter to 
CAB Chairman James M. Landis. 
The CAA carries out safety regu- 
lations framed by CAB and must 
approve flying aids before they are 
used by airlines. 

Sibley’s letter apparently was 
written before the TWA crash, 
but radar exponents regarded the 
accident — on the basis of facts 
now available—as further evidence 
of the need for the proposed in- 
quiry. 

Good Safety Record. 

Despite a long record of mis- 
fortunes since going into airline 
service in February, Constellation 
aircraft retain the best passenger 
safety record of any plane now 
flying. aviation authorities said.

NCPAC, 9 Other Organi- 
zations Merge — Wal- 
lace Attacks G.O.P., 


Truman Records. 


NEW YorK, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
The possibility of a third party on 
the American political scene was 
raised today in the wake of 
speeches by Henry Wallace and 
others at a meeting called to or- 
ganize a new political 


group, the Progressive Citizens of 
America, 

Formation of the new organiza- 
tion was voted yesterday by 300 
delegates from 21 states, represent- 
ing 10 groups with a _ reported 
membership of 15,000. Included 
were the National Citizens Politi- 
cal Action Committee, the Inde- 
pendent Citizens Committee of the 
Arts, Sciences and Professions, 
and eight smaller groups. 

Wallace, who was not elected to 
any position by the delegates, at- 
tacked the records of both major 
parties and asserted: 

“Progressives want a genuine 
two-party country and not a coun- 
try operated by a fake one-party 
system under the guise of a bi- 
partisan bloc.” 

The former Secretary of Com- 
merce asked for a clear definition 
of political issues and said he 
would prefer “the election of an 
out-and-out reactionary like Taft 
(Senator Robert Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio) in 1948 to a lukewarm lib- 
eral.” 

Hard to Get on Ballot, 


Wallace said “reactionaries” had 
made it difficult by legislation for 
a third party to get on the ballot, 
but added that progressives mean 
to have a two-party system “one 
way or another.” 

He contended that 75 per cent 
of the American people would sup- 
port the progressive viewpoint if 
“we go all out to get it over to 
them.” He said appeals should be 
made in the language of the Decla- 
ration of Independence, Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg address and the Bible.” 

“You would be amazed how revo- 
lutionary the Bible is once you 
strip off the verbiage,” he de- 
clared. 

The convention adopted by a 
unanimous vote a statement de- 
claring it could not “rule out the 
possibility of a new political party 
whose fidelity to our goals can be 
relied upon.”

Specifically, the new organiza- 
tion called for strengthening of 
the Norris-LaGuardia Anti-In- 
junction Act and of the Wagner 
National Labor Relations Act; for 
economic and diplomatic sanc- 
tions against Spain and Argen- 
tina; urged a bar on the manu- 
facture of atomic bombs and other 
mass destruction weapons and 
called for elimination of existing 
stockpiles of atomic bombs; fa- 
vored repeal of the Smith-Con- 
nally Labor Disputes Act; called 
for relaxation of immigration 
quotas to permit more refugees 
to enter the United States, and 
requested the dissolution of mo- 
nopolies, trusts and international 
cartels. 


Wallace, who resigned from the 
Cabinet at President Truman’s re- 
quest last September after criticiz- 
ing American foreign policy, par- 
ticularly towards Russia, trod a 
neutral path in dealing with So- 
viet-American relations in his 
speech, 

“We shall, I hope, never be 
against anything simply because 
Russia is for it,” he said. “Neither, 
I hope, shall we ever be for any- 
thing simply because Russia is 
for it.”

BERLIN, Dec. 30 (AP)—British 
authorities have disclosed that 
they will set up 150 all-German 
tribunals in the British occupation 
zone with 1000 German Jegal per- 
sonnel at an expense of $1,500,000 
to try 27,000 former members of 
the Nazi party Leadership Corps, 
Secret Police and S.S. (Elite

TOOLS FOR REICH 


Even Kites and Daggers 
Outlawed, Germans 
Required to Declare 
Weapons on Hand. 


By RICHARD KASISCHKE. 

BERLIN Dec. 30 (AP) — The 
Allied Control Council today pub- 
lished a sweeping new law for 
Germany prohibiting the manufac- 
ture, import and possession of all 
war materials—from atom bombs 
to daggers and kites. 

The prohibitions are contained 
in Control Council Law No. 43. 
t includes many provisions for 
demilitarization of Germany which 
were previously executed by the 
four occupation zone commanders 


in the form of proclamations and 
directives. 


The law requires that Germans 


declare to the Allies any still- 
existing war stocks, which are to 
be destroyed or converted to es- 
sential peacetime uses. It pro- 
vides penalties of imprisonment 
and, in serious cases, death for 
violations. 

Dispensations may be made for 
peacetime requirements—such as 
arms and ammunition for police, 
explosives for demolition work 
and cryptographic machines for 
authorized internal security serv- 
ices. 

Outlawed for Germans are “all 
weapons including atomic means 
of warfare or apparatus of all cali- 
ber and natures capable of pro- 
jecting lethal or destructive pro- 
jectiles, liquids and gases.” This 
section also outlaws “all military 
cutting or piercing weapons.” 

Also forbidden are warships of 
all classes, aircraft of all types— 
including kites, captive balloons, 
gliders and model aircraft—and 
all drawings, specifications, de- 
signs, models and reproductions 
relating to the development, test- 
ing or inspection of war materials, 

The bar on war chemicals in- 
cludes rocket fuels such as high 
concentrates of hydrogen perox- 
ide.

The St. Louis Police Department 
fh under state control. The four 
commissioners are appointed by 
the Governor and are responsible 
to him. 

Gov. Donnelly told a Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent that the con- 
ference with the board members 
would be a continuation of a meet- 
ing he held with them about three 
weeks ago. The Governor added 
that he had hoped to come to Bt. 
Louls for the meeting, but that 
this is impossible at this time, be- 
cause he is preparing his message 
to the Legislature and is busy 
with other matters. He said he 
expected to set the date of the 
meeting today. 

Gov. Donnelly added that 
Mitchell's resignation as chief of 
police, which becomes effective 
Wednesday, “probably will be dis- 
cussed.” 

Planned About a Month. 

The Governor said he requested 
the meeting in a telephone con- 
versation Saturday with Thomas 
H. Cobbs, vice president of the 
board. Cobbs said the meeting 
had been planned “about a month,” 
and that he and the other board 
members, President H. Sam Priest, 
Ben L. Liberman and Francis L. 
George, would go to Jefferson 
City at a time to be set by the 
Governor. 

Board President Priest said he 
had no comment on the possible 
subjects for discussion at the 
meeting with the Governor. “We 
are awaiting his pleasure and will 
be on hand at the time fixed by 
him,” Priest added. 

Police Chief Mitchell's request 
last Thursday that the board de- 
mote him to lower rank and a less 
responsible job was made at the 
instance of Gov. Donnelly to re- 
store harmony among the four 
commissioners, 

The Governor is also known to 
have been deeply concerned over 
an apparent cleavage in_ the 
board in the investigation of 
special police consideration given 
Sheriff Dougherty, who is charged 
with feloniously leaving the scene 
of an automobile accident in 
which two persons were injured. 

Denial of Drastic Shake-Up. 

Discord in the board occurred 
before the Dougherty incident and 
resulted in disagreement over ad- 
ministrative matters, in which 
Priest did not agree with the 
other members and Chief Mitchell. 
The matter came to the attention 
of the Governor, who took action 
to smooth the troubled situation 
through the removal of Chief 
Mitchell. The Governor today de- 
nied that any drastic reorganiza- 
tion of the police department is 
contemplated. 

Assistant Chief of Police Jere- 
miah O’Connell is acting chief 
pending appointment of a succes- 
sor to Mitchell. 

Investigation of the manner in 
which police handled the Dough- 
erty accident case will be resumed 
Friday by the police board, Points 
under investigation are the failure

“Abuse of Franchises.” 


By these acts in pursuance of 
a conspiracy to defraud, the court 
declared, the companies violated 
“the very essence of their implied 
contract with the state, in that 
their acts tended to corrupt the 
state official (O'Malley) desig- 
nated by law to supervise their 
activities and to control rates of 
insurance in the state.” 

The acts were declared to con- 
stitute “misuse and abuse of the 
corporate franchises granted by 
the state to the companies.” The 
Court held, however, that ouster 
was not necessary. 


While the companies contended 
that they had no knowledge of 
the corrupt use to be made of the 
fund collected from them, the 
court said it could not accept this 
plea,because the evidence showed 
that some executive officers of 
each company “had knowledge of 
facts which would have led any 
prudent person, schooled in busi- 
ness affairs” to conclude that an 
unlawful use of the money was 
intended. 

Pendergast was promised $750,-

The seventh mem- 
ber, Judge Ernest 8S. Gantt, who is 
about to retire, did not sit in the 
case, By the court’s order, all six 
commissioners sat with the judges 
when the opinion was handed 
down.

Taylor commended Assistant At- 
torney General George W. Crow- 
ley of Richmond, who worked on 
the case record for more than a 
year in preparation for submission 
of the case to the Supreme Court 
last March. The transcript of 
testimony and exhibits, totaled 
more than 32,000 pages, making 
one of the largest records ever 
filed with the Court. 

The Supreme Court in Decem- 
ber 1940 appointed John H. Wind- 
sor of Boonville special commis- 
sioner, to conduct hearings and 
take testimony in the case, and 
to report his findings to the court. 


In March 1943 McKittrick 
charged that Windsor was and 
had been delaying the case for 
the benefit of the insuran com- 
panies, and that he had shown 
prejudice against the state’s case, 
and had made arbitrary rulings 
against the state. McKittrick later 
withdrew his complaint against 
Windsor. 

Commissioner’s Findings. 

Commissioner Windsor filed his 
report with the Supreme Court 


July 9, 1945. He sustained the 
McKittrick petition on all counts. 
He held that the evidence, gath- 
ered by him in hearings extend- 
ing over 4% years, sustained the 
following charges, made in the 
petition: 


That the insurance companies 
participated in the bribery and 
corruption that led to the 1935 
compromise of fire insurance 
rate litigation. Representatives 
of the companies paid Pender- 
gast to bring about the settle- 
ment. The petition charged that 
the settlement was destined to 
defraud policyholders of $7,837,- 
656 premiums impounded in rate 
litagation. 


That the companies had en- 
tered into a pool, trust or combi- 
nation to fix and control fire in- 
surance rates in Missouri, in vio- 
lation of the anti-trust iaws and 
of the state’s rating law. 


That the companies in March 
1938, as members of the Mis- 
souri Inspection Bureau, _re- 

tained Clark as an attorney, with 
knowledge that Clark, at the time, 
was employed by the then State 
Insurance Superintendent, the late 
George A. 8S, Robertson, 


The commissioner also made a 
formal finding that the violations 
of the anti-trust laws charged 
were not barred from prosecution 
by the statute of limitations. 


Call for an Ouster. 
In the suit, filed directly in 
Supreme Court ag a quo warranto 
proceeding, Attorney General Mc- 


Kittrick asked for ouster of the 
companies from business in the 
state, of the alternative of fines. 
He indicated that fines would be 
acceptable, provided the practices 
complained of were discontinued, 
and full restitution made of sums 
due to policyholders. He esti- 
mated the total of these sums as 
— $12,000,000 and $13,000,- 


Commissioner Windsor, in his 
report to the court, made no rec- 
ommendation as to ouster or fine. 
His report was confined to a for- 
mal finding that the evidence sus- 
tained the Attorney General's 
charges. 


The Supreme Court heard ar- 
guments in the case last March. 
Assistant Attorney General Rob- 
ert L. Hyder askefl for a $100,000 
fine and suspension of the com- 
panies until they base their rates 


on “their own company experi-| 


ence” and not on agreements. At- 
torney David A. Murphy of Kan- 
sas City defended the companies, 
denying that they knowingly con- 
nived at bribery.

Were in Vacant Building 
— Pair Hurt in Leap 
From Window in An- 


other Blaze. 


Bodies of three” persons were 
found today jin the debris of a 
fire that destroyed a frame build- 
ing at 910 Hayes avenue, north of 
the University City limits, last 
night. 

Police said the bodies were 
burned beyond recognition but all 
were those of white men. Firemen 
continued searching the ruins to 
determine if there were other vic- 
tims of the fire. 

Two of the bodies were in the 
front part of the building, which 
had been vacant, and the third 
was in the rear part of the one- 
story structure, 

St. Louis County deputy sheriffs 
reported they have been called 
frequently to the building to eject 
groups of shiftless individuals who 
had broken into the structure and 
lighted fires on the floor for 
warmth. 

When University City firemen 
responded to the alarm.at 8:45 
o'clock last night they found the 
blaze had gained considerable 
headway, The original inspection 
after the fire had been. extin- 
guished failed to reveal the bodies. 

The fire, of undetermined origin, 
caused damage estimated at $5000, 
Police said the building was 
owned by the Insul-Wool Insula- 
tion Co., 3903 Olive street. Prior 
to last January, it had been used 
by a coal company for storage. 

Two persons were seriously in- 
jured today when they leaped to 
safety from a second-story window 
during a rooming house fire at 
3918 Delmar boulevard, The fire, 
which was caused by an overheat- 
ed oi] burner, started in the base- 
ment ‘and quickly spread up a 
stair well. 

The injured were George Earl, 
Negro, 42 years old, a _ laborer, 
and his wife, Evelyn, who were 
taken to Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
pital for treatment. 

Alton Brewton, owner of the 
house, said he had gone to inspect 
the oi] burner at about 5:30 a.m. 
when he detected gas fumes. He 
téld firemen that some of the 
joists in the basement seemed to 
be smoldering and that while he 
was ettempting to adjust the oil 
burner the joists burst into flames. 
Brewton then rushed to the first 
floor and called to the roomers 
and notified the Fire Department. 

Battalion Chief Edward Albers 
estimated the damage to the build- 
ing at $1000 and damage to the 
contents at $200. Seven pieces of 
equipment were used in the fire, 
which was brought under control 
in less than half an hour. Traffic 
was halted on the 3900 block of 
Delmar and rerouted while fire- 
men fought the blaze in the two 
and a half story brick building.

Housing Program. 


Senate Republicans have de- 
termined to push a federally sub- 
sidized public housing program. 
Senator Taft of Ohio, chairman 
of the Steering Committee, said 
he plans to split off and introduce 
separately the public housing sec- 
tion of the Wagner-Ellender-Taft 
bill which wag shelved by the out- 
going Democratic-controlled Con- 
gress. 

The bill provided for housing 
research, a permanent national 
housing agency, liberal loan and 
investment arrangements and 
other construction incentives. 
Many of its features were opposed 
by real estate organizations, The 
bill passed the Senate but was 
pigeon-holed in the House. 


The public housing segment of 
it provided for construction of 
125,000 public housing rental units 
during each of the next four 
years, These would be erected by 
local housing authorities estab- 
lished in 38 states, with the Fed- 
eral Government subsidizing oper- 
ating costs to the extent of up to 
$22,000,000 a year on each 125,000 
units, After four years the sub- 
sidy on the total of 500,000 units 
would amount to $88,000,000 a year 
for a time. 


Armed Forces Problem. 


Three Democratic Senators to- 
day reported “chances good” that 
the new Congress with Republican 
majorities will approve President 
Truman’s request for unification 
of the armed forces, 

Senators Hill, Alabama, Demo- 
cratic whip, Elbert Thomas, Utah, 
outgoing chairman of the military 
committee, and Edwin C. Johnson, 
Coloradq predicted the congres- 
sional reorganization which com- 
bines the formerly separate naval 
and military committees of both 
the Senate and House will pro- 
duce the support for unification.

MOSCOW, Dec. 30 (AP) 
special Pravda dispatch from 
Dairen today branded as “tenden- 
tious” and “sensational” reports 
that an American naval vessel 
had been given an “ultimatum” 
to leave the Russian-controlled 
port on Dec. 21. 

The dispatch—first Soviet press 
comment on the reports—said that 
“several days szgo0 Correspondent 
(William H.) Newton of the 


Scripps Howard staff reported in 
the press that an American vessel, 
which was in Dairen Dec. 18 to 
Dec. 20, was compelled to leave 
port through an ultimatum by 
Soviet military authorities.” 

The dispatch continued: 

“This report was presented by 
Newton in a sensational tone as 
an ‘incident in Dairen.’ In con- 
nection with this, our correspond- 
ent learned from an authoritative 
source that Newton’s report does 
not present correctly the facts of 
the visit to Dairen by the Ameri- 
can war vessel, and is tenden- 
tious, 

Set 48 Hours for Stay. 

“Notification of the arrival of 
this vessel (an LCIL-—Landing 
Craft Infantry Large) -was re- 
ceived by the local port authori- 
ties after the vessel had appeared 
Dec. 18. It reported in its notl- 
fication that the American Em- 
bassy in China had addressed the 
Soviet Embassy with a request to 
inform the proper Soviet authori- 
ties that an unarmed vessel, which 
had ‘aboard a Government courier 
with official mail for the con- 
sulate general, would arrive the 
morning of Dec, 18 and stay for 
48 hours. 

“The presence of any other pas- 

sengers on board was not men- 
tioned. Upon «ne arrival of the 
vessel a representative of the So- 
viet command was informed by 
the captain that besides an Amer- 
ican diplomatic courier, two Amer- 
ican correspondents and a repre- 
sentative of the Standard Oil Co. 
were aboard and were coming in 
for a stay in Dairen. 
“A representative of the Soviet 
command said that inasmuch as 
he had received no notification of 
the supposed serrival of the per- 
sons mentioned, these persons 
could, not remain in port.” 


Remained Over Deadline. 


The Pravda dispatch said that 
after the 48-hour deadline had ex- 
pired—a time limit which it said 
the Americans themselves had es- 
tablished — the United States con- 
sul informed the Soviet represent- 
ative that’ the vessel could not 
leave on the appointed date, be- 
cause the captain had been de- 
tained in the city of Dairen. 

“In connection with this repre- 
sentation,” the dispatch said, “the 
ship remained 
more hours unobstructed.”

United States proposals were in 
eonflict with the arms limitation 
resolution adopted unanimously 
by the United Nations General 
Assembly on Dec, 14. 

Referring to declarations by 
American representative Bernard 
M. Baruch that the United States 
would not sign an atom treaty 
which failed to eliminate the 
veto over punishment and that 
“only those nations which intend 
to violate the treaty would want 
the veto,” Gromyko said: 

“Such light-minded statements 
are a play of words. The fact 
that some one resorts to state- 
ments of such a kind can be ex- 
plained only by the absence of 
more convincing arguments.” 


The Russian took notice of the 
efforts of some delegates to com- 
promise American and Russian 
differences by eliminating the 
word “veto” from the text of the 
report and substituting other 
words with the same meaning. 

“I consider it necessary to state 
that it is insuffielent to make only 
some modifications in the wording 
of the (veto) paragraph, leaving 
the basic sense of that paragraph 
unchanged,” Gromyko gaid, “It is 
not only the matter of language 
and word, but of the contents of 
the paragraph." 

“The retreat from the principle 
of unanimity of the great powers 
in the Security Council can not 
be covered up merely by state- 
ments.” 

Baruch Calls for Vote. 


Immediately after Russia's posi- 
tion was stated by Gromyko, Ba- 
ruch formally moved that the 
United States plan, incorporated 
in a report submitted today to the 
commission. be adopted as the 
commission’s report and sent to 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil. 

Egypt, Brazil, China, The Neth- 
erlands, Australia and Canada ar- 
gued for quick adoption of the 
Baruch plan. 

Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton said 
Canada disliked seeing the veto 
question raised at this time, but 
would vote for the Baruch pro- 
posals because — the greatest 
chance of getting majority sup- 
port. He reminded Gromyko that 
Russia would have another chance 
to consider the program when it 
reaches the Security Council. 

McNaughton referred sharply to 
Russia’s refusal to discuss the 
Baruch plan while it was being 
worked over in a drafting com- 


“If some delegations did not 
take advantage of this, it is their 
misfortune and ours, too, but that 
should not prevent completing our 
work swiftly.” McNaughton said. 


British Support, 


Baruch picked up another 
strong supporter when Sir Alex- 
ander Cadogan of Britain an- 
nounced that while the British had 
sought to compromise the differ- 
ences, Britain would vote for im- 
mediate approval of the Baruch 
plan. 

“It is now clear that the Soviet 
government does not accept the 
principle of the prohibition of the 
veto and no attempt at re-wording 
will help,” Cadogan said. 

Alexandre Parodi of France told 
the commission he agreed with 
the substance of the plan but 
would prefer that the actual word 
“veto” be left out of the punish- 
ment section without changing the 
intent of that part. 

Dr. Oscar Lange, Poland, ex- 
pressed reluctance to sacrifice 
unanimous agreement to haste, 
in the light of Russian objections. 
He suggested the report could be 
sent to the Security Council with- 
out a vote, and with notations as 
to respective disagreements, par- 
ticularly on the veto issue. 

Gromyko’s New 

Gromyko entered today’s meet- 
ing with increased stature as 4% 
diplomat. The Moscow radio an- 
nounced yesterday that the 37- 
year-old Security Council delegate 
and former Ambassador to the 
United States had been raised to 
the rank of deputy foreign min- 
ister, the fifth of such assistants 
to Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- 
tov.

acquisitions—regardless of wheth- 
er the companies involved are in

It asked that penalties for anti- 
trust law violations be increased,

The report recommended that 
the President set forth in an ex- 
ecutive order to the entire /ov- 
e.ament “a firm and inclusive pol- 
icy” toward reducing concentration 
and restrictive practices. 

It proposed strengthening oper- 
ations of the Trade Commission, 
Commerce Department and anti- 
trust and small business agencies. 
It said smal] firms should be guar- 
anteed tha first chance to buy re- 
maining surplus war plants. 

“Either we must believe in, and 
take the ateps necessary to make 
possible, a competitive enterprise 
system,” the report said, “or we 
must give it up, bit by bit, year

Drift or Control. 


“But if concentration is to be 
reduced, there must be a con- 
certed effort involving all phases 
of Government and a general pub- 
lic recognition of the need. The 
alternative would seem to be 
either an eventual drift into fair- 
ly complete regulation or a statu- 
tory prohibition on size.” 


If the trend toward control of 
an increasing percentage of the 
nation’s business by a relatively 
few large companies continues, 
the investigators said, it can 
“only result in the Government 
regulating our economic life.” 

Kefauver urged full hearings in 
the new Congress on the question 
of “thwarting the march of mo- 
nopolies.” Present tendencies, he 
said, carry a “grave danger” that 
the free and independent enter- 
prise may be stifled. 


There also is the danger, he 
added, that “both industrial and 
labor titans will use their eco- 
nomic strength to gain too much 
power over the political and s0- 
otal life of the nation.” 

The report sized up efforts of 
Government agencies to block 
economic concentration thus: 

“Inasmuch as concentrating has 
increased —— for the last 50 
years, the imprint of failure is 
present everywhere. ... The anti- 
trust record from 1890 to the 
present time shows brief and in- 
frequent periods in which the 
executive agencies have evidenced 
interest in effective enforcement. 

“Until recently the enforcement 
of the Sherman (anti-trust) Act 
was largely a matter of a po- 
liceman looking the other way.... 

“In some agencies there is not 
_ lack of interest, but there are 
policies which actually promote 
concentration. This has been true 
of certain activities of ... the 
War Assets Administration, the 
Civilian Production Administra- 
tion and the War and Navy de- 
partments.” 

The report credited the Com- 
merce Department and Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation 
with assisting many individual 
small businesses. But it said 
neither their approach nor their 
actions have indicated a deter- 
mined and effective effort to 
lessen economic concentration, 

Reference to Labor Unions. 

The report said both the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission and Jus- 
tice Department indicated in re- 
sponse to a question from the 
committee “that they do not have 
jurisdiction over any monopolistic 
practices of labor unions which do 
not involve agreement or collusion 
with management, but which af- 
fect interstate commerce,” 

“If we are to deal resolutely and 


tices and concentration, such ef- 
forts must be on a broad front,” 
the report asserted. “Both the 
Federal Trade Commission and 
the Justice Department have indi- 
cated that they considered that 
their agencies were not appropri- 
ate for the handling of such labor 
matters. 

“Whether these agencies should 
or should not handle monopolistic 
practices of labor unions is not 
nearly as important as that there 
should be a consistent policy on 
concentration with respect to all 
segments of the economy, whether 
it be labor, insurance companies, 
railroads or agriculture. Merely to 
plead no jurisdiction does not 
solve the problem.” 

The report also called upon the 
Attorney General to “carry out 
fully” the provisions of section 
205 of the Reconversion Act, 
passed in 1944. This act directs 
the Attorney General to make sur- 
veys to determine “any factors 
which may tend to eliminate com- 
petition, create or strengthen 
monopolies, injure small business, 
or otherwise promote undue con- 
centration of economic power. ...” 

Kefauver, in his introduction, 
said Hall had requested that note 
be taken of his position that “he 
definitely feels no report should 
be issued” until representatives of 
the various agencies appear at 
public hearings. 

Kefauver said that Ploeser “ob- 
jected to the publication of the 
study because the subcommittee 
had found it impossible to meet 
to give the study final considera- 
tion.

Average hourly earn- 
ings have increased 79 per cent 
over the same period as compared 
with the 49 per cent price increase, 

was stated 

This “dispassionate comparison” 
of present wages and prices with 
their prewar levels thus shows 
substantial gains in favor of the 
workers, the N.A.M. concluded on 
this major point, 


Fewer Hours Worked, 


The decline in weekly earnings 
since January 1945, the N.A.M. 
continued, has been due to the de- 
cline in hours worked per week. 

“If Mr. Nathan means to advo- 
cate the 21 per cent wage increase 
he computes as necessary to re- 
store real weekly earnings to Jan- 
uary 1945 levels, he is advocating 
that no account be taken of the 
decline in hours and that in effect 
the workers should eat their cake 
(in shorter hours) and have it (in 
maintained real earnings). 


“In the economic world as well 
as in the physical,” the N.A.M. 
analysis went on, “it Is not possi- 
ble that something should proceed 
from nothing. The proposal that 
monetary wages be increased to a 
point where pay for 40 hours 
should buy as much as pay for 
45 hours previously bought, is a 
scheme for the economy to lift 
itself by its bootstraps.” 


Nathan's whole method of meas- 
uring real wages by dividing 
monetary wages by the price level, 
is invalidated for the period of 
January 1945 by the fact that it 
was impossible at that time for 
each individual to spend his entire 
income on goods and services at 
the prices “at ‘hich they were 
included in the price index.” Ac- 
tual goods and services that could 
be secured by incomes in the war, 
it explained, was much less, due 
to war shortages, than would ap- 
pear from Nathan’s analysis. 

Misinterpretation Charged. 

Nathan’s conclusion that general 
wage increases are justifiable be- 
Cause real wages have declined 
was based, the N.A.M. found, “on 
the suppression of statistics on the 
trend in wages and prices since 
1939, and the misinterpretation of 
more recent trends.” 

Taking up in detail the question 
of corporate profits, which Nathan 
said would allow a 25 per cent rise 
in wages, the N.A.M. denied that 
corporation profits constitute a 
fund out or which wage increases 
may be granted. 

Furthermore, it said; every argu- 
ment made by Nathan on the 
subject of corporate profits was 
based on “arbitrary assumption, 
fallacious economics, or downright 
misrepresentation.” 


“It is on his unsubstantiated esti- 
mate of corporate profits of 14.9 
billion dollars for the fourth quar- 
ter of 1946, and on this presump- 
tion that they will continue at that 
level, that Mr. Nathan bases his 
entire case that wage increases 
out of corporate profits are pos- 
sible,” it declared. 

It termed Nathan’s arguments 
“loose reasoning,” “pure guess 
work” and “statistical nonsense.” 
Higher wages, it insisted, most 
certainly will force prices upward 
again. 

Turning next to Nathan's thesis 
that general wage increases are 
essential to continued prosperity, 
the N.A.M. report, which was pre- 
pared by Dr, Ralph Robey, its 
chief economist and former eco- 
nomic. adviser to Alf M. Landon 
in the 1936 presidential campaign, 
declared that there is no reason to 
believe that an increase in busi- 
ness income is a withdrawal of 
tgp power from the mar- 

et 


Increased business income ac- 
tually appears on the market as a 
demand for capital goods,.it said, 
which is just as important in sus- 
taining economic activity as de- 
mand for consumer goods. 

Income Groups Unchanged. 

If Nathan's “alarm,” on the oth- 
er hand, is based on a shift of 
individual incomes among differ- 
ent classes of income groups, the 
facts “simply do not sustain him,” 
it said. In the first nine months 
of this year the portion of all in- 
come payments made in the form 
of wages and salaries in private 
industries had not changed “sig- 
nificantly” from its prewar or war 
levels, it was claimed, 

“Thus Mr. Nathan’s pretense 
that general wage increases,” it 
went on, “are essential for the 
maintenance of purchasing power 
does not bear analysis. If we as- 
sume he is protesting against 
business profits on this ground, 
he is wrong because business prof- 
its are a form of purchasing pow- 
er which is used as rapidly as 
any other. 

“If we assume that he means 
to protest against shifts in in- 
dividual incomes from one type of 
recipient to another, the figures 
prove that ‘his alarm is baseless;

They must face a two-game trip 
that promises to be stiffer than a 
couple of over-enthusiastic New 
Year's eve celebrants. But if the 
Bombers can equal last night's 
brilliance, they still may be West- 
ern division leaders by the time 
they return home Thursday to play 
the red-hot Washington Capitals,

Opposed by the 
Philadelphia Warriors, 10-point 
victors in their most previous 
meeting, the Bombers scored an 
impressive 75-to-68 victory. 

Fast All the Way. 

The offensive showing was St. 
Louis's most productive of the 
home season. Philadelphia's taller 
team again showed a fondness for 
the fast break, and the Bombers, 
who like to let out their legs, too, 
were happy to oblige. As a result, 
@ crowd-pleasing fire-wagon brand 
of basektball saw the round ball 
zipping up and down the hard- 
wood. The Bombers uncorked 104 
shots, Philadelphia 92. 

The Warriors, only two games 
above 500, are just a third-place 
club in the Eastern division, but 
only because Washington is the 
class of the league and New York's 
seasoned squad makes fewer mis- 
takes than a corporation auditor.

Good Shot From Any Angle. 

Despite Buck’s malapropism, 
Fulks is no fluke. He's a natural, 
a great shot from any angle. And 
he kept Philadelphia in the game 
by scoring 15 of his team’s 19 
points in the first quarter, a period 
in which the score was tied four 
times and then ended even.

FRENCH GARRISON 
‘UNDER VIOLENT 
-VIEENAM ATTACK 
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‘Key Town of Namdinh 


Heavily Shelled — Fre-' 
quent Patrol Clashes at:

PARIS, Dec. 30 (AP) — The 
French general staff reported in 
dispatches from Indochina today 
that Viet-Nam nationalist troops 
had launched a series of heavy 
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attacks against French positions 
at Namdinh, key town controlling 
the mouth of the River Rouge 
southeast of Hanoi. 

Viet-Namese artillery was re- 
ported shelling French positions 
within encircled Hanoi, causing 
some damage in the center of the 
city. Patrol clashes were frequent 
as both sides sought to infiltrate 
opposing lines. 

North of Hanoi, on the main 
railway line leading to the Chinese 
border, a French relief column 
was said to have reached isolated 
French garrisons at Bac Ninh 
and Thu Lang. 

Viet-Namese troops surrounding 
the coastal towns of Hue and 
Tourane, midway between Hai- 
phong and Saigon, were reported 
bolstering their siege with rein- 
forcements. 

In southern Indochina, mean- 
while, French Colonial Minister 
Marius Moutet—who is making an 
on-the-spot investigation of the 
situation—visited Pnom-Penh for 
‘an official call on the king of 
Cambodia and his cabinet. The 
French press agency said that 
Cambodian Premier Ioeuk Keus, 
welcoming Moutet, had emphasied 
the need for French economic as- 
sistance in the protectorate. 

There was no confirmation here 
of a report broadcast by the 
secret Viet-Nam radio to the ef- 
fect that Premier Leon Blum had 
telegraphed a peace feeler to 
President Ho Chi Minh of the 
Viet-Nam republic. 

The broadcast said Ho had re- 
plied that he would be willing to 
negotiate after French forces had 
withdrawn to the positions they 
held before the fighting began on 
Dec. 17. 

However, sources in Saigon close 
to Moutet denied knowledge of 
any telegram from Blum to Ho, 
the French press agency said. In 
Paris sources close to Blum 
limited themselves to the state- 
ment that “some of the affirma- 
tions of the Viet-Nam radio are 
erroneous.” 

The Viet-Nam radio repeated 
its demands for Cochin China’s

He collaborated with the 
Axis during the war and he has 
followed an anti-American policy 
since. He now says he wants to 
be friends and is asking for arms 
from this country. 

Some elements in the United 
States Army want to supply Peron 
with arms. The State Department 
is opposed. 

George S. Messersmith United 
States ambassador to Argentina, 
now in this country, wants Wash- 
ington to accept Peron’s profes- 
sions of good will. He will spend 
some time over the holidays con- 
ferring with officials in the State 
and War Departments and the 
Army. 

Pro-Peron Arguments. 


Here are the principal argu- 
ments: 

Army arguments* 

1. Standardization of military 
equipment throughout North and 
South America is necessary for 
hemisphere defense. 

2. European and Asiatic govern- 
ments have sent military missions 
and supplied arms to Latin Amer- 
ica in the past. These missions 
have implanted and nourished 
alien ideologies and anti-United 
States feeling in the countries 
where they have been sent. 

The United States must drive 
out these ideologies and _ senti- 
ments and encourage friendly 
feeling and liberal, democratic be- 
liefs. The United States can do 
much toward accomplishing these 
purposes by sending its own mili- 
tary missions and by supplying 
Latin American governments with 
United States arms and ammuni- 
tion. If we don’t do these things, 
other powers will. 


Arguments Against Him. 


State Department arguments: 

1. Standardization of Latin 
American armaments would not 
help United States defense. 

The Latin American countries 
themselves would suffer. United 
States relations with the nations 
south of the border would be 
harmed. So would United States 
relations with other countries. 

2. The influence of foreign mili- 
tary missions in Latin America 
has been greatly exaggerated. It 
has been local colonies of Euro- 
pean and Asiatic descent who 
have implanted and nourished 
alien ideologies, not the foreign 
military missions. 

United States missions and sup- 
Plies also could exercise relatively 
little political and ideological in- 
fluence—and should not try to do 
BO. 
Moreover, there are no other 
governments, besides the United 
States, which could supply arms 
on a large scale to Latin America 
and with which Latin American 
governments could or would do 
business. 

Military Impotence. 

The State Department develops 
these arguments thus: 

If there should be another war, 
chances are overwhemingly in

appropriate and carefully studied 
safeguards and policy guides.” 

3. In the case of countries which 
refuse free entry to missions of 
technical’ inquiry and to business- 
men and reporters accredited by 
the State Department, “a strict rec- 
iprocity shall be enjoined upon 
the State Department in the issu- 
ance of visas for the nationals of 
such countries.” 

4. The appropriate committee of 
Congress hold immediate hearings 
to determine what materials, 
products and technical informa- 
tion should not be exported to 
state trading countries which have 


‘not carried out the principles of 


trade enjoined in the lend-lease 
agreements and the political 
agreements on which the war set- 
tlements with these countries 
rested, 

“In particular, it is the recom- 
mendation of the committee that 
especial attention should be given 
to the control of exports of those 
factors of American production 
which could facilitate the devel- 
opment of weapons of mass de- 
struction, including atomic weap- 
ons,” the report added. 

The committee critcized condi- 
tions in Russian-occupied terri- 
tory. 

“Along with economic enslave- 
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ment and political terrorism have

If the undertaking suc- 
ceeds politically, as State Depart- 
ment leaders appear confident it 
will, some controversial issues 
may be introduced later through 
the technique of broadcast de- 
bates supposed to present the 
merits of both sides fairly.

HE votes are all In. They’re aimost unanimous—12 to 1 a reces- 
sion is around the corner. It will be here by June at the latest and 


continue through December, 1947, and run over into 1948. 
That’s the verdict of 13 hard-headed economists who make their 


living weighing the pros and cons 


of America’s industrial future. As 


they see it, industrial production will drop by 10 per cent in the com- 
ing year, unemployment will increase from 1,930,000 to 3,700,000, and, 
because fewer persons are at work and prices will be down, depart- 


ment store volume will fall by 15 


per cent. The immediate postwar 


boomlet, to their way of reckoning, is over. 


Wall Street, with its customary 
shrewdness, will take this into ac- 
count. By June, the experts fig- 
ure that industrial stock prices 
will be down 14 per cent. But 
that’s the worst. An upturn in 
stock market confidence ‘is fore- 
cast for the second half of the 
year, with the Dow-Jones average 
for industrial stocks advancing 
from 153 to 162, or six per cent. 
United States Steel common is ex- 
pected to wind up 1947 at 73, just 
about where it is today. But first 
it will sink to 64, General Motors 
is accorded a stronger rating; it’s 
slated to go down from 53 to 48 
and then finish at 59, an 11 per 
cent gain on the year, 


Long Distance View. 

Apparently, the economists feel 
that by the second half of 1947 
the outlook for production, prices, 
and profits in 1948 will be suffi- 
ciently clear to warrant commit- 
ments in common stocks. 

Bearing on this, perhaps, is the 
expectation that the cost of liv- 
ing is on its way down. They see 
the consumer dollar stretching 
about three per cent farther by 
June and about 10 per cent far- 
ther by the year-end. That leads 
to this inference: If housewives 
fare better at the stores, then may- 
be labor agitation for higher 
wages will abate, then maybe an 
era of comparative industrial 
peace will ensue. 


Economic Cross-Section. 


To get a cross-section of eco- 
nomic thought, I wrote to a se- 
lected group of recognized econo- 
mists throughout the country— 
men in a strategic position to in- 
fluence the economic decisions of 
banks, the Government, invest- 
ment firms, corporations, and 
business in general.

Having weighed these possibilities, 
each in his own way and from his 
own particular occupational bias, 
they came out with clearly defined 
expectation of a recession in 1947 
—but with an upturn in confi- 
dence as the year moves on, 


Hold That Pleasure! 


The expectation of a stock mar- 
ket turnaround in the second half 
will be particularly pleasing to 
the average man. But it calls for 
a word of caution. Economists are 
not usually as accurate in fore- 
casting stock market behavior as 
in forecasting business behavior. 
Last June, for example, economists 
answering my questionnaire made 
a perfect bull's eye on industrial 
production. They predicted a 14 
per cent rise in the Federal Re- 
serve index to 182 for this month, 
That's exactly what the index reg- 
isters today! 

They assumed (as who would 
not as a general rule?) that in- 
vestment policy would follow the 
contours of business. They guessed 
that stock prices would climb to 
new highs by Dec. 31, 1946. In- 
stead came the midsummer spill 
that carried the Dow-Jones indus- 
trial stocks down 23 per cent and 
the rails 35 per cent. That’s one 
of the paradoxes of the postwar 
period. Business up, stocks down. 
And now the forecast is business 
down, stocks up. 

The forecasts differ from six 
months ago in one important re- 


spect. They’re more tentative;

Eight Witch-Hunting Years 

That one-man revelation of a Communist plot 
in America by Ernie Adamson, counsel for the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities, is 
just another sample of the old Dies Committee 
theory that hokum makes headlines. The com- 
mittee has continued its round-robin of undocu- 
mented nonsense for eight long years, with tax- 
payers paying for it at about a $75,000-a-year 
clip. 

The most obvious thing about the committee’s 
record is its repetition. Under three chairmen, 
it has produced periodic reverberations about the 
Red Menace, coupled with a relentless pursuit of 
the CIO. This organization was the subject of 
denunciation twice in 1944 and again this year, 
and nothing new has been added. The 1944 re- 
port charged that 17 unions were Communist- 
dominated: Adamson repeats it, without proof, 
Former Chairman Dies set precedent for this 
kind of thing by smearing the late Sidney Hill- 
man as a Red, when as everyone knew, Hillman 
was a bitter opponent of the Communists. 

Recently the committee has added two new 
whipping boys: Hollywood and radio. In 1945 
Adamson and Congressman Rankin of Mississippi 
glanced hastily at the film industry and saw a 
Red plot; today Rankin seeks another “investi- 
gation.” A year ago the committee proposed an 
asinine bill to “regulate” radio commentators 
and now Rankin wants another swing at broad- 
casting. 

Star chamber proceedings also seem to be a 
committee habit. Acting as prosecutor and jury, 
the committee tried to oust two top War Relo- 
cation officials in 1944. Congressman Eberhar- 
ter, himself a committee member, said the re- 
port was shot full of bias, and he hadn't even 
seen it before it was made public. This year, 
Rankin attempted a one-man investigation of 
Harlow Shapley, eminent Harvard astronomer, 
but came a cropper when Shapley stood firm 
against the inquisition. 

The smear technique is an old committee cus- 
tom, but in 1945 it backfired. The committee was 
embarrassed by the disappearance of 1000 copies 
of a report published at a cost of $20,000. These 
included the “Dies index” of 22,000 names, among 
them those of Supreme Court Justices and Gov. 
Dewey. Vice President Truman was included 
because he once wrote a letter to the Communist 
Daily Worker. Anyone who was left out of this 
list of notables was bound to feel chagrined. 

But the singular characteristic of this commit- 
tee is its reluctance to stop chasing liberals and 
alleged leftists long enough to inspect subversive 
right-wing groups. It investigated fascism once, 
as a sop to public opinion. That was after two 
years of war with the Axis, when Dies handed out 
a report on Nazi activities. It disclosed nothing 
new, and came one dozen years too late to do any 
good. 

Recently Chairman Wood of Georgia decided 
not to investigate the revived Ku Klux Klan. He 
said the KKK’s terrorism was “an old American 
custom,” like moonshining. Even more revealing 
was Adamson’s protest to a veterans’ group that 
“this country was not organized as a democracy.” 
It was simply a republic, he maintained. Most 
Ameéricans will recognize the distinction, in that 
Hitler’s Germany was technically a republic, and 
the Soviet Union is a whole collection of them. 
We admire neither. 

Adamson’s latest masterpiece, which sees Reds 
in UN and around the world, has angered com- 
mittee members because they didn’t get to study 
the report (an old custom). Representative 
Thomas, New Jersey Republican, says he will 
fire Adamson if he becomes committee chairman. 
Then Robert E. Stripling, the former counsel, 
probably will step in. But where bigotry is con- 
cerned, he and Adamson are birds of a feather. 

Maybe the’ committee has become a laughing 
stock, but some of its activities have seriously 
infringed on democratic principles. By unfound- 
ed smears, it has injured innocents and made 
real Communists look more like martyrs than 
Moscow's dupes. Its favoritism toward fascist 
elements is dangerous. As for any inclination to 
defend democracy, it has sometimes made the 
Bill of Rights look subversive. 

The House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties represents eight years of an irresponsible 
witch-hunt, paid for at public expense. Either 
the committee should be drastically reformed in 
the new Congress, or it should be abolished. Its 
endeavors are properly the field of the FBI and 
secret services. These agencies are responsible, 
and they have defended the nation against sub- 
version for a long, long time. 
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New Senator With a Head Start 


Harry P. Cain of Washington State. one of 
the: large crop of Republican freshman Senators, 
will enjoy a large advantage in seniority on com- 
mittees and other matters over the other Sena- 
tors elected last November. He will enjoy this 
advantage because Democratic Gov. Mon C. Wall- 
gren of Washington and the defeated Democratic 
Senator, Hugh B. Mitchell, put the interests of 
their State above party considerations. Mr. Mitch- 
ell resigned last week and Gov. Wallgren imme- 
diately appointed Senator-elect Cain who has 
gone to Washington to qualify before the mass 
induction on Friday. This is an exact applica- 
tion of the suggestion which the Post-Dispatch 
made six weeks ago to Senator Briggs and Gov. 
Donnelly in favor of oe Kem.

Divided Ranks of Zion 

While the flogging of a British major by the 
Jewish underground in Palestine probably will 
add to the wave of oppression, terrorism and op- 
pressive reprisal, the significance of this situa- 
tion has become clearer. The twenty-second 
World Zionist Congress adjourned a few days 
ago in Switzerland, with the delegates repr want 
ly at odds over policy. 

There is a split between those Jews who de- 
mand that Palestine become a completely Jewish 
state, and those: who would settle for something 
less. A wider chasm exists among those who 
would negotiate with Britain,.and halt the ter- 
rorism of the Irgun and Stern groups, and those 
who have lost all faith in Britain and would 
countenance revolution. 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, Zion’s 73-year-old lead- 
er who won the Balfour Declaration and the 
Palestine mandate for the Jews, wanted to meet 
with the British in the London Conference, His 


view was repudiated by the close margin of 171 . 
votes to 154. New contestants for leadership are , 


Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, aggressive American 
Zionist, and David Ben Gurion, Ben Gurion is 
willing to negotiate with the British if they of- 
fer an independent Jewish state, but Silver has 
insisted on getting the whole of Palestine for the 
Jews, ot 

Meanwhile an exhausted world looks with in- 
creasing apprehension on the conflict in the 
Holy Land. The schism among the Jews offers 
no comfort—not, certainly, to the homeless breth- 
ren in Europe, or to those behind British barbed 
wire in Cyprus. Unless the Jewish leaders can 
agree, there will be no Zion and no peace, and 
there may be Jewish civil war. Extremists have 
already warned of that. 


Behind the Smoke 


Taking note of dissension among members of 
the Police Boatd, Gov. Donnelly has asked the 
members to meet him in Jefferson City. The 
sudden resignation of Chief of Police Mitchell, 
following the obvious attempt to hush up the 
Sheriff Dougherty case, indicates that there is 
something radically wrong. Why should it have 
become necessary, for instance, for H. Sam Priest, 
head of the Police Board, to order Dougherty’s 
arrest some 60 hours after he left the scene of 


an accident? An inquiry has been held in the 


Dougherty matter and its findings might well re- 
sult in further resignations. 

Dissension on the Police Board under Gov, 
Donnelly is not a new thing. Some months ago, 
Mark Eagleton, former head of the board, found 
himself in conflict with the other three members 
over the formation of a police union. The Gov- 
ernor and Messrs. Liberman, Cobbs and George 
did their best to break the union and, temporari- 
ly at least, succeeded, But the question as to 
the legality of the union is now under judicial 
determination. Eagleton quit because he dis- 
agreed with the Governor and his colleagues in 
the matter. 

One thing the Police Department obviously 
needs is a complete renovation so far as busi- 
ness practices are involved. The department is 
overmanned, especially so far as civilian employes 
are concerned, as the Governmental Research In- 
stitute has pointed out for years. The depart- 
ment is inefficiently and too expensively conduct- 
ed. Here is a task well suiting the talents of Mr. 
Priest, who did an admirable job reorganizing the 
Circuit Clerk's office. 

It is rumored that Cobbs and George are go- 
ing to offer to resign. It may be that the Gov- 
ernor will find it necessary to accept these res- 
ignations and that of Liberman, too, and appoint 
men who will work enthusiastically with Priest 
to clean up the department, Behind the smoke 
pouring out of Police Board headquarters, there 
must be some fire. The public wants to know 
what is causing the blaze.

Taft’s Public Housing Plan 


Senator Taft says he will reintroduce the long- 
range housing legislation which he, with Demo- 
crats Wagner and Ellender, sponsored in the out- 
going Congress, That’s fine. The bill has al- 
ready passed the Senate once. It deserves to 
pass both houses. Here is a chance for Republi- 
cans to snatch a ball of progress which reaction- 
ary Democrats in the House carefully fumbled 
before by freezing the bill in committee. 

This time the legislation will be offered in sev- 
eral parts. Interestingly enough, Senator Taft 
intends first to seek subsidies for 125,000 units 
of public housing a year for four years, at a to- 
tal subsidy cost which may reach as high as $88,- 
000,000 a year on the 500,000. The Senator ts, 
of course, solidly conservative, and he is a 
stanch friend of private enterprise. He knows, 
however, that the slums must go, and that pri- 
vate enterprise simply cannot do the job. | 

Does $88,000,000 seem a great amount? The 
realty lobby will say it is. However, it is only 
a couple of dollars per Federal income taxpayer, 
It is only $176 per family taken out of the slums 
and into the new housing. That is a cheap price 
to get rid of the inordinate costs and social prob- 
lems which mount higher with the survival and 
spread of slums. 

So, like Senator Taft, may the Congress meas- 
ure up to this great opportunity for farsighted 
economy. And, of course, may our own Legisla- 
ture do its duty so that St. Louis, Kansas City 
and St. Joseph may share in the benefits as well 
as in the cost. 


Why Were They Released? 


Three Americans who took part in broadcasts 
from Nazi Germany have been released by occu- 
pation Army officials on instructions from the 
Department of Justice in Washington. They are 
Mildred Gillars, known as “Axis Sally”; Donald 
Day, former correspondent of the Chicago Tri- 
bune, and one Herbert Burgman, former embassy 
clerk in Berlin, “who stayed in Germany through- 
out the war and participated in English-language 
short-wave broadcasts.” 

Why are these Nazi sympathizers, aiders and 
abettors, released? What reasoning does the De- 
partment of Justice use in turning them loose? 
Robert Best has been brought back to stand trial 
for treason. He may or may not be found guilty. 
But he at least is being confronted with charges 
of wrongdoing. Miss Gillars has made the brazen 
statement: 


My conscience is clear. I have nothing to 
— Everything I did was of my own free 
will. 


It is to be remembered that many thousands 
of Americans died—and not of their own free 
will—to defeat the brutal gang Axis Sally lined 
up with. 

Attorney General Clark owes the country a 
statement saying just why the Justice Depart- 
ment ordered the Army to release this trio of 
Nazi fellow travelers.

Fallacies in the CIO Wage Report

Serious flaws mar Robert Nathan's finding that 25 per cent pay 
rise is possible without price increase, editorial states; one error is 
to ignore signs of price reductions; says industry would be hit hard 
by cut in capital, high cost of materials and inflationary payrolls,

The report alleging that an increase of 
25 per cent in wages was possible without 
an increase in prices, which Robert Nathan 
made for and to the CIO, has provoked a 
mass of controversy. It seems now to be 
fairly well established that it was special 
pleading in which Nathan maintained his 
integrity as an economist by mentioning 
that industry might, but probably would 
not, lower prices as an alternative to his 
proposal, 


The Nathan report finds its principal jus- 
tification in the “purchasing power” theory 
of economics, That thesis is that our econ- 
omy must provide the purchasing power 
for buying its production, else there will be 
a gap between the amount of goods and 
services which are produced and the amount 
which. can be sold. 


It should be noted, however, that the 
theory takes into account the whole of our 
economy; and the gap can appear only if 
there is an absolute net withdrawal of pur- 
chasing power in the form of sterile sav- 
ings. Even if, as Nathan alleges, the cur- 
rent rate of corporate profits is excessive, 
the conclusion that such a condition is a 
forerunner of depression does not follow. 


Where Profits Are Going 


It depends upon what uses are being 
made of those profits, whether they are 
being distributed in dividends and invested 
in inventories and new plants and equip- 
ment, or whether they are being sterilized 
as dormant bank balances. It also depends 
upon the extent and use of individual sav- 
ings and upon the extension or diminution 
of bank credit outstanding. 


Having had to rely upon only the press 
reports as to the content of the Nathan re- 
port, we do not know that he failed to 
weigh these factors, but if he did so, it com- 
pletely impairs the validity of his reasoning. 
Corporate profits may be socially excessive 
yet not necessarily economically excessive 
if they are actively employed. 

Figures released by the Department of 
Commerce indicate that manufacturers’ in- 
ventories were rising during the third quar- 
ter at an annual rate of six billion, eight 
hundred million dollars. This figure is in ex- 
cess of the five-billion-dollar excessive 
profits alleged by Nathan, In addition, it 
appears that non-public and non-residential 
construction will approach four billion, five 
hundred million dollars in 1946, If to these 
items be added dividends, it is apparent 
that corporations as a whole are pouring 
back their profits into the purchasing pow- 
er stream. 


Wages Add to Other Costs 


Another fallacy in the Nathan reasoning 
lies in the assumption that a 25 per cent 
increase in wages would be applicable only 
to the direct wage bill of industry. The 
cost of doing business is composed in gen- 
eral of wages and materials. Materials are, 
however, items to which wages are also ap- 
plicable as a cost factor in some earlier 
stage of production. 

The implications of this are shown by a 
glance at the Department of Commerce fig- 
ures for the first 10 months of 1946. Of 
total income payments for the period of 
133 billion dollars, salaries and wages rep- 
resented 93 billion dollars or about 70 per 
cent, . 

While these figures are not exactly in 


lustrate that of the total cost of doing busi- 
ness something in the neighborhood of 60 
to 70 per cent represents salary and wage 
payments somewhere down the line, It is 
absurd to think that a factor representing 
60 per cent of the cost of dofng business 
can be increased 25 per cent without in- 
creasing prices. 


But that is not all. A recent survey of 
6600 enterprises by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics discloses that between August, 
1945, and May, 1946, only 25% per cent of 
employes engaged in manufacturing and 
only 1.4 per cent of those in non-manufac- 
turing had received so much as 18% cents 
per hour increase, while 21.3 per cent of 
manufacturing workers and 59.2 per cent 
of non-manufacturing workers had re- 
ceived no general Increase at all, 


Squeeze on Many Workers 


In the application of a 25 per cent in- 
crease, does Nathan propose that it shall 
be given to those who have already received 
a substantial increase or to those who have 
received none? If there is not an equaliza- 
tion, not only is a large group being un- 
justly squeezed but, more serious from the 
standpoint of cold economics, a serious un- 
balance is perpetuated in this way. 


However, the most serious flaw in Na- 
than’s case is the deprecation of the possi- 
bility of price reductions. Already the signs 
of impending price changes are many. Cot- 
ton, tobacco and corn have shown price 
weakness, Clearance sales are more fre- 
quent. Buyers are resistant to high price 
and low quality. 


A lowering of the general price leve? is 
helpful to all classes of consumers, those 
who live on fixed incomes as well as those 
who have had increases. It would remove 
the threat of “vicious spiral” inflation which 
hovers over us. And if we do not have the 
misfortune to have Nathan's report taken 
sO seriously by organized labor that it will 
make an all-out effort to reach its objective 
at the cost of widespread strikes, we may 
have passed the crest of inflation. 


What our economy needs is about six 
months of uninterrupted production so that 
shortages can be disposed of and competition 
can again play its role of price regulator, 


A RAIL TRAGEDY REPEATED 


From the Chicago Sun, 

Again a railroad rear-end collision, this 
time on the Pennsylvania's tracks near 
Mansfield, O., leads to loss of life. Again 
the blame is attributed to “human failure”; 
the engineer of a freight train, according to 
a railroad spokesman, failed to heed an 
“approach signal.” It is a tale that seems 
fated to be endlessly repeated so long as 
the railroads fail to safeguard every mile 
of main line. 

Had the two freight trains fn the wreck 
been equipped with radio, the crew of the 
first could have notified the men aboard 
the second that they had stopped. Had 
there been automatic train-stopping devices 
(the Pennsylvania's automatic train-signal- 
ing system is excellent), human failure 
aboard the second freight would have been 
overcome.

Jan Wescott’s first novel is the story of 
the gallant Earl of Bothwell, whose loyalty 
to his king, paradoxically enough, leads the 
Crown's Court to brand him the most dan- 
Serous outlaw in all of Scotland. With 
graceful touches of historical perspective, 
Miss Wescott weaves the romantic tale of 
the Earl into the fabric of political intrigue 
and violence of Scotland in the 1590s. 

Having no standing army, the weak and 
timid King James, son of Mary Stuart, is 
compelled to rely on his nobles to raise 
guns and men when such force is needed 
either to deal with internal or external 
enemies. Under these circumstances, the 
Earl of Bothwell, revered and hailed as the 
uncrowned kind of Scotland by holding the 
abiding allegiance of every clansman in 
his beloved Border lands, is both a threat 
and a comfort to the King’s Court. In 
time of war his rugged Border clans are 
indispensable; in time of peace their very 
power makes shallow the Court's politica] 
control. Thus, intrigue prevails against the 
Border Lord while Scotland runs rampant 
with religious and economic strife and dis. 
content, and both Spain and England thrust 
interfering angers into Scottish affairs! 

* * 

But, daring Mee they are, the es- 
capades of Bothwell in affairs of state can 
never quite keep pace with those in affairs 
of love. Whether they involve James's 
Danish queen secretly entertaining the out- 
law in her palace boudoir, the saucy and 
persistent Anne Galbraith getting him to 
marry her “because she had schemed and 
planned and lied to him,” or the red-haired, 
beautiful Margaret Vinstar employing her 
charm to win him from Anne, these es 
capades are alive with intensity and su» 
pense. 

The Earl of Bothwell, born a peer of the 
realm with no desire to relinquish his 
rights and prestige, is activated and main- 
tained through love, hate, ambition, vanity 
and even humbleness. In making apparent 
the disparities between his aspirations and 
accomplishments, his romanticism and 
cynicism, the author's portrayal of him is 
sensitive and talented.

Through the wicked machinations of two 
Lords of the Crown's Court, Bothwell. said 
to be guilty of having intentions to kill the 
king, is imprisoned. His escape occasions 
a series of incidents in outlawry which 
range from the naive to the esoteric. Told 
in meticulous and bloody detail, not the 
least of these incidents is an open battle 
between the King’s unwilling men and 
Bothwell’s ruthless Borderers. Eventually, 
through his clever thievery and graceful 
philandering with the Ladies of the Court, 
Bothwell steals his way to the King’s 
chambers while his Borderers storm the 
citadel of Edinburgh. Thus, having the 
King at his mercy, Bothwell is able to ex- 
plain his innocence. 

“The Border Lord” makes savory reading 
of an important period of Scottish history. 
Done with zest and more than a touch of 
passion, it is refreshingly entertaining.

Will Hannegan Quit? 


enjoying this holiday interlude 
Democratic National Chairman 


Shortly after the Republican 
landslide in November, Hannegan 
went to Florida in a state border- 
ing on exhaustion. It was con- 
sidered certain that he would step 
out of at least one of his jobs— 
the party chairmanship. In most 
of the columns written about 
Hannegan at that time, a requiem 
note crept in. 

But rest and the Florida sun 
have done wonders for him. Those 
who have been to see him re- 
cently report he is rested and re- 
laxed, and that a coat of tan has 
made him look younger than his 
43 years. Whether he will resign 
the chairmanship is still an open 
question, according to those who 
have talked with him. 


Decision for the Doctors. 


The answer will depend on what 
his doctors tell him when he re- 
turns to Washington around 
Jan. 15. A great deal will de- 
pend on whether it is judged 
necessary for Hannegan to under- 
go an operation to relieve the 
high blood pressure from which 
he suffers. If Hannegan decides 
to keep the post of chairman, he 
will have the backing of President 
Truman. : 

This would be bad news to 
Hannegan's critics and enemies. 
They have assumed that he would 
retire for reasons of health, prob- 
ably retaining the postmaster gen- 
eralship, and thereby make way 
for a far more conservative re- 
gime at Democratic headquarters. 
Some in the anti-Hannegan camp 
have assiduously spread the false 
report that a coolness has grown 
up between the President and the 
chairman of the party. 

The other day in New York one 
of Hannegan’s predecessors in his 
two jobs spoke about the need to 
get new life into the direction of 
the Democratic party. James A. 
Farley, now a successful corpora- 
tion executive, seemed to be hit- 
ting at Hannegan. By implication 
he was saying that if only a dif- 
ferent type of direction had pre- 
vailed last fall, the outcome would 
have been different.

Hannegan’s Handicaps. 


This is another way of saying 
that larger forces—a _ periodic 
shift in the tides of opinion which

The 
professional politician can help or 
hinder these forces, in my opinion, 
but he cannot create them. A 
dozen Farleys all at work night 
and day with Big Jim’s green ink 
could scarcely have reversed the 
tide of the past November, 

Hannegan had some severe han- 
dicaps. He antagonized some of 
President’s intimates. Men 
such as John W. Snyder, now Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, were con- 
stantly urging caution and a re- 
treat from the Roosevelt policies. 
Hannegan’s advice ran directly 
counter to this. He was for a bold 
approach, supporting the Roose- 
velt New Deal. The result was a 
conflict of intention and objective 
within the President's official 
family, 

One reason that many people 
would like to see Hannegan out of 
the chairmanship is because they 
regard him as standing for the 
Roosevelt wing of the party. 
There are, certainly, valid criti- 
cisms of the job he ,did in the last 
campaign.

RADUALLY we shall realize that the survival of our civilization 
depends on the rebirth of Europe. 
I am not referring to any particular political or economic sys- 


In speaking of “civilization,” 


ly created over the centuries since 


the collapse of the antique world, which have permeated and human- 
ized each successive system and given the civilization of the West its 


peculiar and creative qualities. 


That civilization to which, wit- 
tingly or not, we Americans be- 
jong, has never, in its millennial 
history, been in such a crisis. The 
secession of Germany from West- 
ern civilization was its first 
obvious catastrophe and the cause 
of the war, the purpose of which 
hould obviously have been to) 
compel Germany to return to it. 

But the Gefeat of Germany did) 
not end the crisis. The German 
problem has not even approached 
solution, nor have the moral and 
economic necessities for solution 
been, until cecently, grasped by 
Western statesmen. Instead an 
apocalyptic concentration of dis- 
aster is now reaching its peak. 


An Industrial Collapse. 


Both morally and economically, 
Germany is in a worse way than 
immediately after the war. Eco- 
nomically, the Ruhr, the industrial 
basin of Europe and its coal bin, 
is at a standstill and the British 
zone in general at “rock bottom” 
—to quote the London Economist. 

Throughout Germany almost 
tota] industria] collapse is the re- 
sult of the early directive to foster 
the export of coal while halting 
all steps to revive other industrial 
activity. A high school economist 
would have realized the interde- 
pendency of modern industrial so- 
ciety and coal mining could not 
be revived without adequately 
nourished miners and the tools 
and machines produced by other 
industries. 


The change in view is not due 
to “pity for the poor Germans,” 
but to anxiety for our poor selves 
and what is left of Europe. The 
construction worker in Rotterdam 
is not animated by affection for 
the destroyers of his city, but he 
now knows he cannot rebuild it 
without German machines and 
parts. It is already clear that the 
economic destitution of Germany 
involves all her neighbors and will 
eventually spread to the whole 
Western world. 

Some hope lies in the now uni- 
versal recognition of this fact by 
the British and American occupy- 
ing authorities. Of course, previ- 
ous policy and propaganda create 
a lag in public opinion. When 
Gen, Lucius Clay was recently in 
this country, he deplored that so 
little private relief was being sent 
from here to Germany. A year 
ago it took moral courage of a 
high order to plead for such re- 
lief, even for small children, 

The churches alone can be gen- 
erally commended for having 
both sense and humanity, but it 
is still a general opinion that 
Christianity stops at the German 
frontiers, despite the. fact that 
German Christianity was the 
only real source of resistance to 
Hitlerism,

“T’'ve been in plenty of tight 
corners, but I’ve always managed 
to wiggle out of them,” says Mae 
West in “Come On Up,” which 
opened last night at the American 
for an eight-day run.

The vehicle has been custom- 
built for Miss West's peculiar 
talents by a trio of Hollywood 
scenario writers identified as Fred 
Schiller, Thomas Dunphy and the 
late Miles Mander, but who would 
have better been left nameless. 
Miss. West is capable of being 
pretty funny at times in her own 
metier, but the stream of gag- 
lines provided her here doesn’t 
give her a chance. “A man in 
the house is worth two on the 
street,” says Mae, rolling her eyes. 
An ardent suitor intones: “You 
leave me breathless.” “That's 
why,” Mae replies, “I want you 
to take the air.” “You're differ- 
ent,” says another suitor. “I can’t 
label you.”, “Well,” comes back 
Mae like a flash, “don’t libel me.” 
“Tl would walk through fire and 
flood for you,” says a third suitor. 
Mae ripostes with, ‘Make it fire, 
honey, ‘cause I’d rather have you 
hot than all wet.” “You must be 
good and tired,” says another man. 
“Just tired,” replies Mae wickedly. 
That's enough of that. The fair- 
sized audience didn’t exactly 
laugh themselves sick. But they 
did, surprisingly enough, give 
Miss West enough curtain calls 
to encourage her to make a brief 
speech, It seems the Poe of 
the star’s reputation of other days 
still hamgs on, This “comedy” has 
been on the road from Hollywood 
since last March. Without Miss 
West’s name, it’s hard to see how 
the company would dare to show 
its collective face for a second 
night’s performance, It’s that bad, 
really. , 
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\ Miss West has taken no chances 
on female competition disputing 
the spotlight with her. The only 
other females in the play are a 
plain French cook and a Negro 
maid. On the other hand, there 
are 17 men, almost all of whom 
make advances to Mae, and. five 
of whom go into heavy clinches 
with her and massage her thor- 
oughly. Besides her jittery hips, 
Mae’s lures to bring on these at- 
tentions consist of a platinum 
blond hairdress, a pound of mas- 
caraed eyelashes, and a constant 
change of tight evening gowns 
and negligees. 
The comedy situation revolves 
around the maid and cook letting 
loose balloons asking the finders 
to come up to Mae's apartment in 
Washington, where she's in hiding 
because she’s suspected of bump- 
ing off a South American general 
who was a Nazi tool. It is made 
quite clear to the audience that 
the balloons are an old advertis- 
ing method of ladies of the eve- 
ning in Paris, and the device is 
played into the ground. 

The rest of the cast was re- 
crulted in Hollywood. Outside of 
Russell Fillmore, the play’s direc- 
tor, who did an acceptable farce 
rendition of an absent-minded 
professor, they gave all the signs 
of being fugitives from a quickie.

HUG. WILSON DIES; 
LAST ENVOY TO BERLIN 


Started Career in U.S. Diplo- 
matic Service in 1911— 
Retired in 1940. 


BENNINGTON, Vt., Dec. 30 
(AP)—Hugh Robert Wilson, ca- 
reer diplomat and the last United 
States ambassador to Nazi Ger- 
many, died Saturday night at his 


home in Bennington. He was 61 
years old. 

He became seriously ill early in 
August and was under treatment 
for several weeks at the Putnam 
Memorial Hospital here. The 
nature of the illness’ was not dis- 
closed at that time. 

Funeral services will be held 
at Wilson’s birthplace, Evanston, 
Ill., next Tuesday. , 

Wilson was appointed ambassa- 
dor to Germany in March 1938 
and recalled in November of the 
Same year as a United States 
protest against persecution of the 
Jews by the Nazis. 

. He started his diplomatic ca- 
reer in 1911 as private secretary 
to the American minister at Lis- 
bon and traveled over the world 
for 29 years, retiring at the end 
of 1940.. In that period he served 
in Guatemala, Buenos Aires, three 
times in Berlin, Vienna, Bern and 
Tokyo, besides several tours of 


| duty in Washington. 


After his recall from Germany, 
Wilson was appointed a special as- 
sistant to the Secretary of State 
and became one of Secretary 
Cordell Hull’s closest advisers on 
foreign affairs. 

After his recall in November 
1938, Wilson remained the titular 
Ambassador to Germany. He for- 
mally resigned that post as a sign 
of protest when the Nazis invaded 
Poland in September of 1939, pre- 
cipitating World War II. 


Wilson’s first assignment to 
Berlin had been as secretary of 
the embassy in 1916. When the 
United States and Germany sev- 
ered diplomatic relations early the 
next year, preceding declarations 
of war, he left with Ambassador 
James W. Gerard and the Em- 
bassy staff for Vienna. 

Austria-Hungary and the United 
States were at war soon thereafter 
and he went to Bern, Switzerland, 
where he was charge d'affaires. 
After the war he returned to Ber- 
line as Embassy counselor and 
represented the United States in 
negotiation of the peace treaty. 

His longest assignment was as 
Minister to Switzerland, where he 
served for 10 years starting in 
1927. There he represented the 
United States at numerous con- 
ferences, including those on arms 
limitation, and was this country’s 
unofficial observer at various ses- 
sions of the League of Nations.

IN ARGENTINA FREE, 
REST FEAR PERON

proper place as window-dressing. 
Buenos Aires has four afternoon 
papers — Noticias Graficas, La 
Razon, Critica and La Epoca. Of 
those, the first three have always 
been liberal; the fourth started 
during the war as a pro-Nazi pa- 
per and has continued, through 
several reincarnations, as a Peron 
supporter. 

By threats, warnings and fines 
the other three papers have been 
nudged into line today. La Razon 
has a federa! intervenor sitting in 
the office to see that criticism 
does not exceed modest limits. 
Critica has troubles with finances 
and newsprint and is forced to 
walk a chalk line or go out of 
business. Noticias, warned, pulls 
its punches. 

Of a dozen morning papers (in- 
eluding three pro-Peron pers, 
one pompously named El! Lider— 
the local version of Der Fuehrer) 
only three are important: La 
Prensa, La Nacion, E] Mundo. A 
sult is pending against the first 
two for misuse of duty-free news- 
print. The government has denied 
any connection with the suit, but 
it remains true that if a judgment 
is returned against the papers, 
back duties and fines would drive 
them to their knees financially. 

It is not surprising, then, that 
it is possible to wade through four 
full columns of editorial comment 
in La Prensa without finding more 
than a couple of sentences which, 
lifted from their context and 
stripped of verbiage and  condi- 
tional clauses, hint that Peron is 
not the best man in the world. 

A typical editorial will praise ra- 
dio regulations in the United 
States. It will not mention the 
situation in Argentina, though, if 
you want to, you can read criti- 
cism of Peron's radio control into 
the piece. Five years ago La 
Prensa would have hit straight 
from the shoulder.

Today the experts are feeling 
their way. This shows up in the 
dispersion of the answers. Six 
months ago the forecasts fell in a 
cluster. In industrial production,

only 25 points, Today the spread 
for six months hence is 50 points 
—185 high and 135 low. 

The one certainty is that com- 
modity prices will go down 
throughout the year—with farm 
prices most vulnerable. That, in 
itself, is a cause for nervous ques- 
tioning. If prices go down, will 
business men stop laying in inven- 
tories, will consumers postpone 
buying to await still lower prices, 
and will that lead into a depres- 
sion spiral, with a sharp curtail- 
ment in production and a major 
rise in unemployment? 

The answer is not clean-cut. 
Two of the forecasters see a pro- 
duction drop of depression, not re- 
cession, proportions, The majority 
anticipates a much more mod- 
erate contraction, Indeed, two ex- 
pect a leveling off in the second 
half and three are placing their 
bets on an upturn, And there's 
this encouragement: Only two ex- 
pect stock prices to be lower in 
December than in June. Nine 
expect a rise. (Two ducked this 
question altogether.) 

Cloudy, Somewhat Colder. 

The forecasters are optimistic 
on automobile production. Assem- 
blies are put as well over 5,000,000 
for the year, which would exceed 
the highest production ever. How- 
ever, December production is not 
expected to be as high as in June, 
and four of the economists seem 
to anticipate a drop-off in sales 
because consumers have been 
priced out of the market. 

As for other economic indicators 
in the year ahead: The trend in 
interest rates is expected to con- 
tinue to rise slowly—with AAA 
bonds figured to yield 2.73 versus 
2.61 now. The government deficit 
will be cut to nominal propor- 
tions; consumer credit will ad- 
vance sharply, presumably be- 
cause of increased sales of dur- 
able consumer gouds (automobiles, 
etc.), and exports, already at a 
record level, will rise moderately. 
Apparently, economists continue 
to be optimistic about foreign 
trade. 

So this just about sums up the 
economic outlook for 1947: Cloudy 
and somewhat colder.

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Plan Seeks to Speed Recovery of Patient, 


Catch Minor Cases in Clinics—Shortage 
of Facilities, Personnel.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 — The 
Veterans Administration is stream- 
lining its medica] program through 
the use of preventive medicine. 
Planned and directed by Dr. 
Paul R. Hawley, the agency's med- 
teal chief, the project has two 
main objectives. One is to keep 
out of overcrowded Veterans Ad- 


ministration hospitals men who 
can be treated satisfactorily with- 
out hospitalization. 

The other is to get hospitalized 
veterans back to the outside world 
as quickly as is feasible, 

Inside the hospitals the new pro- 

features extensive and com- 
bined use of physical, mental and 
vocational therapy. As soon as 
the hospitalized veteran is able, he 
is kept busy exercising, mixing 
with other patients and doing vo- 
cational work. 

Dr. Hawley wants the patient to 
get well rapidly and develop in- 
terests that will encourage him to 
return to the outside world on 
his own. He doesn’t want him ly- 
ing in bed for weeks or months, 
feeling sorry for himself, or end- 
ing up as a permanent resident of 
& soldiers’ home. 

- Program Outside Hospitals. 

Outside the hospitals the pro- 
gram features clinical and out- 
patient treatment. This covers 
medical, dental and neuro-psychi- 
atric examinations and treatment. 

Though still new and badly ham- 
pered by shortages of facilities 
and trained personnel, the program 
already is paying off to veterans, 
taxpayers and the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 

Several months ago the agency's 
average hospitalization time was 
42 days at a cost of $5 a day. To- 
day it is 20 days at $7.50 a day. 
This means an average saving of 
$60 a veteran. 

There are 92,000 veterans in 109 
hospitals and 12,000 others in hos- 
pitals associated with the agency. 
Dr. Hawley believes this figure 
will reach a 250,000 total in the 


next 30 years. Right now there 
are 25,000 men on the hospitaliza- 
tion waiting list. 

Any veteran can to a Vet- 
erans Administration hospital for 
treatment of any illness or injury. 
If it is not service-connected, he 
either pays his own expenses or 
signs a statement, which is not 
questioned, that he is unable to 
pay. 

Veterans Administration is op- 
erating clinics at its 60 regional 
offices, 150 subregional offices and 
its 109 hospitals. 

One big objective is to catch 
minor cases before they become 
major ones and require hospital- 
ization. Biggest field is mental 
derangements. Sixty per cent of 
all men in Veterans Administra- 
tion hospitals are psychiatrics. So 
are 50 per cent of all World War 
II men in soldiers’ homes. 

Readjustment Problems. 

Emerging from the strain of war 
duty, many veterans are inclined 
to go to pieces under readjust- 
ment difficulties arising from em- 
ployment, the housing shortage, 
family troubles and others. The 
agency is trying to catch as many 
of these as possible at clinics and 
straighten them out before hos- 
pitalization becomes necessary. 

It is attacking tuberculosis sim- 
jlarly. So far 350,000 veterans 
have been X-rayed under this pro- 
gram and Veterans Administra-

tion, hindered by a film shortage, 
hopes to have the rate up to 1,000,- 
000 annually soon, 

This catches light cases that 
can be cured with relatively brief 
hospitalization. 

Dr. Daniel Balin, chief of Vet- 
erans Administration neuro-psy- 
chiatric division, says that all-in- 
all clinics are handling 8000 pa- 
tients and keeping 25 per cent 
of them out of hospitals. 

“If we had to find those 2000 
additional beds,” he says, “we 
couldn’t do it.” 

The entire program, Veterans 
Administration emphasizes, ig re- 
ceiving great impetus from the 
nation’s medical fraternity. Thou- 
sands of doctors are donating their 
time and skill at Veterans Admin- 
istration hospitals and clinics. 

Doctors, hospitals and universi- 
ties also are co-operating with the 
Veterans Administration in its 
huge training program. Short 1500 
psychiatrists for its hospitals and 
86 neuro-psychiatric clinics, Vet- 
erans Administration, for example, 
will have between 500 and 800 men 
in psychiatric training by July. 
There were never more than 200 
in such training in the entire 
country before the war.

“Mr. Roper’s figures would, I 
think, justify the statement that 
in America the circulation upward 
in the social order is so free and 
active that this country is living 
in a state of slow but permanent 
revolution.” 


Nothing more hopeful was ever) 


written. Since the world as a 
whole lives in hope and always 
on the hope for the next genera- 
tion, this is what gives us sta- 
bility as a nation, A feeling that 
if you are poor, you and gour 
family are not doomed to be poor 
forever; that if you are working 
on a job you do not enjoy, you 
are not doomed to hold that .job 
forever but may quite probably 
find one you will like very much 
better at almost any time; that if 
you failed to receive or 'to take 
advantage of the education you 
feel essential for success, you still 
see visions of your children hav- 
ing the opportunities you missed 
—all of this makes but a restless 
world, perhaps, but a more stable 
one. There is a desire for progress 
in the hearts of all men, and it 
is the sense of frustration and 
inability to move forward that 
brings violent revolution. 


In a society such as ours, where 
changes come about easily, vio- 
lent revolution is unnecessary. 
Fortunately for us, our people 
recognized the need for reform 
and did not fight it. For that 
reason, I think, we have more 
gradual changes and rarely any 
threat of violence. Even in the 
days of our deepest depression, 
the promise Mr. Hoover kept mak- 
ing that around the corner there 
were “two chickens in every pot 
and two automobiles in every ga- 
rage” did not seem so fantastic 


as to preclude the possibility of 
believing that it might conceivably 
happen; and I think that hope 
stabilized our nation until real 
help came to the rescue. 

There were places where condi- 
tions were so bad that, on visiting 
them, I thought revolution might 
not be far away, given active lead- 
ership, But we escaped it; and 
I hope we learned our lesson and 
will never again allow our eco- 
nomy to go into that kind of tail- 
spin. The people now know that 
it is not a necessity, and they 
will not be patient with hardships 
which they feel are the result of 
stupidity and not the inevitable 
laws of the universe. When the 
hand of God intervenes and floods 
or forest fires or drouths affect 
the harvests and there actually is 
not enough food in the land, that 
is something inevitable which peo- 
ple will endure because they rec- 
ognize that the remedy does not 
lie in human hands. However, 
many economic ills can be reme- 
died, and that they recognize as 
well; so those who wield power 
must accept this responsibility in 
order to keep slow and peaceful 
revolution constantly at work. — 


Apricot Ice Cream Pies

T SEEMS to be pre-arranged 

by nature that the simpler and 

quicker one can prepare food, 
the more delicious and attractive 
it is. This certainly is true with 
potatoes. When we start with a 
boiling type of potato and cook it 
until it is just tender in a mini- 
mum amount of water in a cov- 
ered pan, the potato looks most 
appetizing when it is just tender. 
And if it has been boiled in salted 
water and that water is just 
evaporated down to nothing by 
the time the potato is done, it 
even tastes delicious with nothing 
more added. Of course, if there 
is butter, margarine or a little 
sour or sweet cream available, and 
it is added and heated right in 
with the potato and a little shak- 
ing is done during the heating, 
the potato emerges with a tan- 
talizing mealy coat and a delicate 
fragrance that makes it one of 
the most tempting of all vege- 
tables. A light shower of finely cut 
parsley or paprika adds stil] more 
elegance. Here is a superior way 
to serve potatoes. 

Potatoes in Caraway Sauce 


Six small potatoes (one and one- 
quarter Ib.), half teaspoon cara- 
way seeds, one and one-half cups 
water, two tablespoons chopped 
parsley, one cup sour cream, one 
and one-quarter teaspoons salt. 


Wash and peel potatoes. Turn 
into a saucepan, add water and 
half teaspoon salt, cover and boil 
gently for 20 to 25 minutes, or un- 
til done. No water should remain 
on the potatoes at the end of the 
cooking. Combine sour cream, re- 
maining salt and caraway seeds. 
Pour the sour cream mixture over 
potatoes and heat for 2 minutes, 
turning the potatoes in the sauce 
as it heats. Transfer to a hot 
serving dish and garnish with the 
parsley. Four servings.

Breakfast—Sliced oranges, 
cooked cereal ‘with sugar and 
cream, raisin bread toast. 

Luncheon — Vichyssoise soup, 
crisp crackers, dried beef and 
cream cheese ss eae fresh 
apples. 

Dinner—Whitefish baked in 
milk, parsley boiled potatoes, but- 
tered spinach, beet and onion 
salad, rolls, rice pudding. 


Vichyssoise Soup 

Heat quarter cup shortening, 
part butter, in two-quart sauce- 
pan, add two cups chopped leeks, 
(two large), and one-third cup 
chopped onion and saute until 
soft and very light golden brown. 
Add three cups thinly sliced po- 
four cups 
water, four chicken bouillon cubes, 
one one-quarter teaspoons aalt, 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper and 
simmer gently until done, 10 to 
15 minutes. Force through fine 
sieve or food mill. Add one-half 
cup sliced leek and reheat to 
serve. One half cup top milk or 
cream, may be mixed with soup 
or added on top of each bow! after 
it is poured, as a garnish. This 
gives a very interesting marbled 
effect. Serve piping hot. Four 
generous servings. 


Star Salads 


In two cups tomato juice, sim- 


emer for 20 minutes half a bay leaf, 
‘a dash of salt, a stalk of celery, a 


teaspoon onion juice, and a table 
spoon lemon juice. Strain. Soak 
two tablespoons unflavored gelatin 
in a quarter cup cold water, and 
pour over it the boiling hot tomato 
juice mixture. 

When the gelatin is thoroughly 
dissolved pour all into a flat pan 
lightly greased with salad oil. 
Have the gelatin sheet about half 
an inch thick. 


When set, cut into stars with a 
star-shaped cutter. Slip a spatula 
under each star and lay it on a 
prepared lettuce bed. Garnish with 
a square of cream cheese, topped 
with a star of pimento. Serve with 
thinned mayonnaise spiked with 
lemon juice. 


Before plucking eyebrows, wash 
brow with warm soapy water.

RETROACTIVE PAY BY STUDIOS 
TO NON-STRIKERS OF IATSE 


HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
Major studios are distributing 
$9,941,000 in retroactive pay to 
non-striking unions affiliated with 
the AFL International ‘ Alliance 
of Theatrical and Stage Em- 
ployes. 

Roy Brewer, Hollywood repre- 
sentative of the IATSE, said that 
when negotiations are completed, 
soundmen and cameramen, who 
have not yet signed contracts, will 
get $1,212,000 more. The average 
is $743 each for 15,000 movie stu- 
dio workers, or approximately 25 
per cent of pay since last June. 

Existing contracts, Brewer said, 
eall for reopening of wage nego- 
tiations whenever the cost of liv- 
ing index of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics rises 5 per cent above 
that of July 1, 1946.

Big-Game Hunter From Sf. Louis 


Julian Burch Planning Another Safari in Africa—Around World Six Times 
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JULIAN BURCH AND HUNTI 
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ST. LOUISAN BROUGHT DOWN IN THE KENYA COUNTRY OF EAST

HEN Julian Burch looks up 
Wirom his dictation he is likely 

to stare straight into the 
small beady eyes of a rhinoceros 
or into the gaping jaws of a now 
fortunately defunct tiger. Four 
huge elephant tusks punctuate 
other parts of his office, a glar- 
ing cape buffalo and several gen- 
tler-eyed members of the antelope 
family look down from above; a 
divan and the back of a bar are 
covered in zebra skin, and along 
the side of the bar is a picture 
of a luscious blonde on an equal- 
ly luscious zebra-skin divan, not 
the one in the office, Burch will 
assure you. 

Between the lady and the tiger, 
the bar with its combination of 
zebra stripes and the hair of the 
dog that bit you, Burch’s office, 
at the Star Manufacturing Co., 
6324 St. Louis avenue, is a di- 
verting and fascinating place. 
Burch’s business is the manufac-~- 
turing of restaurant equipment 
but the trophies which look like 
something from the museum of 
natural history, are evidence of 
his principal hobby, big game 
hunting. 

Burch has made six trips around 
the world on hunting expeditions 
and before the war spent about 
six months of each year traveling 
“over there” ag he refers to Afri- 
ca and French Indo-China, track- 
ing down pachyderms, During the 
war he had to confine his hunting 
activities to Mexico and Guate- 
mala, but now he is planning an- 
other African safari, tentatively 
set for April. 

“Somewhere in Africa,” says 
Burch in ‘his soft, Texas-accented 
voice, “there's a 250-pound ele- 
phant and while my chances of 
getting him are about 5,000,000 to 
one, that’s my aim on my next 
trip.” 

By “250 pounds” Burch was re- 
ferring to the weight of the ivory 
carried by the elephant, which is 
the way you weigh an elephant, 
if you’re thinking of weighing One. 
His record, to date, is a 218-pound 
elephant, a rare trophy itself, 

A slim, silvery haired man, 
Burch has a modest, almost diffi- 
dent air about his hunting prow- 
ess and likes to refer to himself 
as being “just like the 40,000,000 
other men who take out hunting 
licenses.” : 

“There’s a lot of luck involved 
in hunting, just as there is in 
fishing,” he says. “It’s just as easy 
to shoot a big elephant as a small 
one, but it’s a matter of luck if 
you come across a big elephant.” 

Burch first became interested in 
the darkest Africa variety of 
hunting in 1931 when he had tried 
“about everything in this conti-

nent and wanted something a little 
bigger.” 

“You know how it is,” he smiled, 
“When you're a kid you make a 
lot of plans about what you're 
going to do when you grow up. 
One of the things I wanted to do 
some day was hunt lions and 
tigers in Asia and Africa.” 

Like Frank Buck, Burch is “an 
ol’ Texan,” and his first hunting 
was done around his home in Val- 
ley Mills, Texas. 


His love of adventure showed up 
as a boy when he was always 
running away to Indian country 
and being brought back by the 
big chief in his family. During 
World War I he was a member of 
the Balloon Corps and after the 
war he roamed around the coun- 
try working on diners and steam- 
ship lines. In 1925 he came to Bt. 
Louis and started his restaurant 
equipment company on the pro- 


verbial shoestring, with such suc 
cessful results that he was finally 
able to indulge his childhood de- 
sire for big game hunting. 


Financial success, incidentally, is 
one of the prerequisites for big 
game hunting since it’s no hobby 
for the modest budget. Licenses 
alone in Africa cost $1150, if you're 
planning on shooting any of the 
“crown game” which includes such 
animals as elephants and cape buf- 
falo. Hunting is cheaper in French 
Indo-China but the bigger and bet- 
ter game is in British East Africa, 
A frequent visitor to that part of 
Africa, Burch wag interviewed by 
one of the newspapers on his last 
trip to Kenya and one of his 
treasured possessions is the news- 
paper clipping of the story in 
which the reporter quoted him 
freely but in something of a Brit- 
ish idiom; one remark attributed 
to Burch was that “the country is 


absolutely stiff with elephant and 
rhino,” 

Among Burch’s special achieve- 
ments evidenced in his trophy Col- 
lection is a Hunter’s antelope, 
which established a world’s record. 
The antelope, which has an antler 
spread of 30% inches was bagged 
on the border of Italian Somali- 
land and created quite a stir in 
hunting circles at the time. Burch 
has shot everything from the rare 
salandangs, gaurs, and bantings, 
to an American bison which he 
killed in Custer, South Dakota, 

“There's not much sport in 
shooting a bison,” he said a little 
apologetically. “It’s like shooting 
@ milk cow in a pasture but each 
year the government has to kill off 
a few and hunters Can make ar- 
rangeménts with them to go in, 
We got ours during the meat short- 
age, though, and it was sho’ good 
barbecue meat.” 

An all-around outdoor man as 
well as a hunter, Burch is also an 
enthusiastic fisherman and inter- 
ested in yachting. Several years 
ago he bought a yacht for his 
employes and is now having an- 
other one built. 

Burch’s wife, Louella, who 
handles the business while he is 
away, joins him on his fishing ex- 
peditions but draws the line at 
hunting and has kept his accumu- 
lation of trophies in their Park 
Royal apartment down to two ze- 
braskin rugs and three pairs of 
elephant tusks. 


“Women don’t seem to like tro- 
phies, “Burch said, “and they don’t 
like to hunt at all. They like to 
eat the meat but they don‘t like 
to kill it.” 

The dangerous side of hunting, 
Burch brushes over entirely and 
insists it’s less hazardous than go- 
ing on a &gafari in downtown St. 
Louis through heavy traffic. 

“You get in a jam and how, but 
at least there aren’t any motor 
cars around there,” he says. “On 
my last safari we were out shoot- 
ing for 60 days and both my 
guides were killed, one by a rhino 
and one by a cape buffalo. The 
cape buffalo is the most danger- 
ous of all the game because they 
like to hunt the hunter and their 
favorite trick is to circle around 
and charge from the rear. 

“Sometimes, of course, you have 
to shoot in self-defense. 
to do that one time when two ele- 
phants came at us. But then you 
have to get in a jam now and then 
if you ever hope to get anything. 
I've been troubled by a tiger a 
time or two but you might get in 
just as bad a spot with a plain 
old American farm bull or a vici- 
ous dog. You never know what 
beasts are going to do, any kind 
of beast. It’s just about as hard 
as trying to tell what the ladies

N TODAY'S deal, after seeing 
| the good trump break, the de- 

clarer thought his contract was 
safe against any attack. Well, it 
was, but not the way he played the 
hand! 

West, dealer, 

Both sides vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 
West. North, 


Pass Pass 
2 diamends Double 
Pass 


4 hearts 
“South's takeout of the two dia- 
mond doule was questionable, but 
it must be admitted that it 
should have had a very fortunate 
result, since West could not have 
been badly hurt. 


West opened the diamond king 
and continued with the queen. 
Declarer ruffed and cashed the 
ace and king of trumps, then, ap- 
parently determined to put his 
own last trump to better use than 
a lead to dummy’s queen, he 
crossed to the club ace and 
ruffed another diamond. Now, 
however, when he led a low club 
toward dummy, intending to draw 
the still outstanding trump jack, 
West ruffed in with that card, 
cashed another diamond trick, and 
led a spade. East’s ace was the 
setting trick. 

South should not have worried 
about anything except getting out 
the trumps after ruffing the dia- 
mond queen at the second trick. 
The logical line wag to lead his 
last heart to the queen, collecting 
the jack enroute, then to return 
the singleton spade toward the 
closed hand. West had passed 
originally, therefore could not pos- 
sibly hold a long diamond suit 
headed by A-K-Q and the spade 
ace—that latter card was clearly 
marked in East’s hand. Thus de- 
clarer would be sure to win the 
spade king on which he could 
throw a club from dummy, and 
the size of dummy’s diamonds 
would fet him establish the ful- 
filling trick jn that suit while 
losing, in all, no more than two 
diamond tricks and one spade.
